Tlie su b.sti tii tiOii of four- 
bladeil propellers of .smulled diameter 
for tlu-ee-bladed propeller.s uii the out- 
er shaft of the Ciinarders has not 
only completely eliminated what \1- 
bration there was but by improving 
proiieller efficiency has considerably 
increased the speed. There is no evi- 
dence that any oornpan.\^ will attempt 
to riv.i lh"f?c ves.sel.s In sliced, and 
probably future devetopment will be 
along the lines of the Olyniiilc and 
Titanic. These modern-speed ves- 
sels are to he driven by a combination 
of reciprocating engines and turbines, 
the reciprocating element being used 
in the higher ranges of expansion In 
which it is more economical than the 
turbine. In a recent trip to New Zea- 
land a merchant ves.sel. the Otakl, fit- 
ted with engines and turbines, made 
the same averag,. spceii as the Sister 
slilps Drari and Cl|iawii, fitted with re- 
ciprocating engines alone. Her coal 
consumption was 11 per cent less, and 
there was a reduction of 20 per cent In 
the water consumption, all three shlp.s 
having the same boiler Installation. Ilj 
this combination, when reversing, tho 
turbine Is cut out arid tho reolprpca- 
tiiig engines are connected directly to 
the condenser. Towards the close of 
the year two interesting devices, dc- 
:«igned to reconcile the slow-speed 
demands of the propeller with tho 
higli-spccd demands of the turbine, 
Were made public. One. designed by 
Admiral Melville and Mr. McAlplne, 
I oiisisls of a reduction gear of (he hcll- 
1 I al ly|)e Inicrposc-d between the lur- 
j bine and propeller shaft. The other, 
designed by n German engineer, em- 
I iihi.\ s H form of h^■draulic turbine 
j t ransinlsslon. In which Ihe ratio of tur" 
j bine .«!peed to propeller speed can h* 
I varied indoflnllely. For both devices 
I a lilgli efficiency rato Is claimed. The 
i Curtis turbine, because of Its large 
I diameter, and comparatively low speed 
I nf revolution, has less trouble from 
I pr. peiier Inefficiency than the Parsbns 
I i.\ |.e. The loss of the Republic early

There are no stocks 
of conseqni'nce in Victoria, \'anc(niver, 
Seattle. Portlanil or San Francisco, A 
lon^; line of stelllner.'^ are waltln/^ at 
l.ad.N'sniith. lioat Harbor, .Va.n;iiino and 
Cnlon Bay. Vcsterda.\- an emergency 
order for 100 tuns could not be filled 
at any mine In U. C. The coal Was 
wanted to raise stesm In order to Uocp 
a set of pumps at work to prevent the 
Hooding- of a mine: but that made no 
difference; the aceonmiodatlon was re- 
fused point-blanU. with the statement 
that there were thousands of tons on 
order ahead of suppl.'*-.

MAGERSFONTEIN

.\ prosaic man will never understand tlic 
Baltle of .Magersfonlein. The essential truths 
that underlie^ and explaiji this extraordinary 
engagement are not among those that can well 
be set out by the most carefully written de- 
scription of the day's fortunes or by siati>lics. 
however complete. TIk' inicrc--i ni .Ma.^ci- 
fontein is psychological, h is llu- hc.M anion- 
many good o.Kaniples ollerod by the Soiuli Ai- 
ricaii War of the truth that, however greatly 
weapons niav be improved and discipline de- 
veloped, the fact remains that the man bclund 
the rifle, his strength and his weaknes>. 
character, his prejudices, and his sunerslitiniis. 
still count for far p.vm-c in the tlay of trial ihaii 
a merely well-infoniied histfirian can cntiroly 
grasp. This is the great Icssfui of the war. and 
if wo allow ourseh'cs to forget it it is scarcely 
worth our while lo rememher anything else. 

It will be rcireinbcred that, after the fight 
at the Modder River, Lord Metliuen remained 
for a fortnight on the field of battle, replenish- 
ing his ammunition column and awaiting the 
arrival of an iinportaut brigade for the rein- 
forcement of his troops lor what was believed 
to be the imminent relief at Kimherley. This, 
the i lighlaiul I'-Vf^ade, under no less a com- 
mander than C.eneral Andrew Wauchopc. ar- 
riA-ed in chic course, and in spite of all tliat af- 
terwards appeared, it may be said at once that 
a better brigade has rarely been sent out from 
the United Kingdom. The 12th Lancers also 
came up lo the support of the Qth Lancers, who 
had hitherto borne the burden and heat of 
scouting, 'Screening, and pursuit on the west, 
and the iiresonce of ('. Battery of Morse .\rtil- 
lery materially strengthened the guns of the 
force. Indeed, it would lia\ e been imi^ossibU' 
to improve upon the constitution jil the col- 
umn with which Methucn now intcmle<l to 
break down and scatter the Boer forces that 
encircled Kimherley, 

The delay at Modder Rivef is understand- 
able enough. .\])art from the need for ain- 
muniliuu. Lord Methuen's wound promised to 
heal sufliciently in a few days to enalde him to 
rarrv lliroiigli lo the end tlie relieving ojieia- 
lioiis. L'p t(i that moment llie> had been sue- 
resslul ciuiugli. I'diiioiit. I'.nsliii. and the .Mod- 
der were a record of wiiich ikjiic was ashamed. 
There was 110 probability of liic Boer furecs 
recei\ ing a consideralde reinforcement during 
llu'^c few days, as the operation'^ of Ccneral 
l-'rciich were caii^iiig ilie I'.ocrs L;rcat anxiciy 
along llic .-oiillun 11 border oi llu- ( )rangc Imh-c 
St.'ite. A .■>ucro>>inl raitl u\m\] Bloemii")nti'iii 
from thi< (|uarier would ha\e wrecked Kru- 
ger's plan of campaign, and he was taking no 
risks. There wa^-, however, one decided di^■■ 
advantage of this fortnight s delay, though it 
was a matter that .Melhuen can hardly have 
l)ecn expected to foresee. .\n immediate ad- 
\ancc after .Modder l\i\er would have found 
the Boers unprepared lo offer any seriou-- op- 
positiiiii until ;i ])oint liad been reached at 
wliicli some kiiid of co-operation with Colonel 
Kekcwich in Kiinbcrley conUl ha\e been ar- 
ranged by Methucn. Indeed, (leiieral Cruiije's 
determination, after his retirement from the 
Modder. tcj hold the heights of S])ytfonleiii 
would iin<loubtedly ha\e precipitated another 
aiifl, so far a< the siege of KiniberlcN' was con- 
eernci'l. a final disaster foi- the lloer arms. 
Spx't fontein possessed the donl)le disad\'antane 
first of hi iiiL; loo near to Kimberle}' to ;illo\\ 
the entire ;ittcMiiion of the I!oei- forces ii. iir 
<lirected again-l the a|)])r<)ach ni .Melluien's col-

pear in person and \ eto Cron je's plan of hold 
ing Spytfoniein, and. at the same time, to i^aiic- 
tion the brilliant and tdtimately successful pf>!- 
icy of Cronje's junior, Delarcy, who rightly 
saw that Magersfonlein was not only the right, 
but (he only ])OssibIc, position to l,c dct'endrd.

vantageous for the lirilish operations than 
would have been I he case had an immediate ad 
vance been decided upon. For this", however. 
Lord Mctluicn cannot be blamed, l ie was right 
to wail for reinforcements, ami ri,L;ni to ^i.w 
till his ammunition eolunms had been replen 
ished. 

The Battlc-Ground 

Northwards from the .Modder River a wide 
plain, dottcrl with sage-brush, rises steadily to 
the f(K)t i,]f tlu' .Magcr-foniein range. fi\c iiiiles 
;iway. (J\er this expanse ihcre \sas little cover 
to conceal the disposition of our troops, and 
the fact that the Magersfonlein range rose 
abruptly to a height of 300 feet had enabled the 
Boer.s to reconnoitre at their leisure the move- 
ments of Methuen's forces. They had. indeed, 
no excuse for ignorance of our inteiuiou. The 
liersistenl bombardment thai was kept up dur- 
ing the afternoon of the iotli|Unist have warned 
them as clearly as if they h^id received direct 



mformatioii — which, by -the way, is not impos- 
sible—that an attack would be delivered 
against their iX)S.ition on the folloudng day, and 
they/had every rcaHon to suppose that the i)ol- 
icy (if an assault at dawn, which had been 
adopted at l;'<>Jniont, woaild be pursued by 
Lord Methucn here also. They had dug their 
trenches in a wide curve from. the railway, a 
mile or so south of Merton Siding, to the river 
at Moss Drift, six miles to the east. Other 
sangars had been constructed west of the line, 
but these were not attacked by us, and the 
majority of their defenders were soon recalled 
by Cronje to the central position. The trenches 
iiiiniediiitely under Miigersfontcin Hill were 
complete and well constructed. The Boers 
had been seen at work upon them during the 
previous two days. Those farther to the east 
were in a less advanced state, though it was 
impossible to make ccrt:ain of this, as tlie 
ground in this direction was covered with a 
considerable growth of low \egetation, here 
and there heightened by stunted trees. In the 
centre of the I'oer curve, just under the foot 
of .Magersfontein Kop, the main road to Kini- 
berlev jjierced the enemy's position. It was at 
this central jjoinit that Methuen determined to 
launch his attack. For this puvpose he chose 
the llihgland Brigade, wdiich has as yei ;d- 
niosi inexperienced in the new methods oi 
modern warfare. .Advancing some five indes 
during the afternoon, the brigade halted just 
behind a fold m the ground, which may pos- 
sibly ha\e c<mccaled its movements from the 
ontlools- on Magersfontein. In any case, the 
lioers seem to have had no idea of the actual 
line to be taken by the Highland Brigade un- 
til they found the kilted battalions upon them 
'in the'eaHy hours of the following morning. 
The Night March.' 

The interest of Magersfontein, as I have 
said, is chiefly psychological. To understand 
the disastef it is necessary to remember sev- 
eral things with which hand-books oi military 
tactics are not concerned. In the first place, 
it nuist not be lorgotten that the Highland 
llrio-ade were now for the first time e.xpen- 
eticnig the unknown and baffling conditions of 
modern warfare, conditions which on both 
sides of the sub-contineiU had already proved 
embarrassing enough to troops that had httle 
or nothing else to .struggle against. But the 
Highland Brigade found itself Ironi the first 
in a position beset with special difuculties. It 
was an open secret that their beloved general 
was convinced not only that the brigade was 
j,cin<r exposed to unnecessary danger by this 
nioh'T attack, but also that his own death was 
-I ccriaiu and fore-ordained consequence. This 
proinouiti.m. which was only to be too well 
fulfilled had filtered down trout ( .eneral 
W anchope through the ranks until there was 
hardlv a man in the brigade whose confuleiice 
had not been st.mewliat damjicd by its oimn- 
ous reiteration. The Scotch are a supersti- 
lions race, and the general is unwi.sc who, m 
,n.,king plans for diem, leaves out of account 
their iHitional idiosyncrasies. More than ..l 
•Miv other nation, a man must know the cpiali- 
ik'^ of so.tsmen. both in their splendor and 
„, iheir strangeness. Thus it happened that 
the night march was carried oii.t on the ni-ht 
of Dec 10. bv troops that were alrea<ly hall as- 
sured of a liickless i.Mie. And ihere was 
awaiting them an even greater dis a>h.;miage m 
ihe weather on thai nighl. Such a storm as 
rarelv visits the high veld burst that cvcmng 
over the .Magersfontein plain. Heavy black 
clouds h.id been coming up all day fiom the 
lacobMlal direction, and at snn.sct the heavens 
hung like an indigo pall abox e a dark and 
windless evening. Then, to the accompani- 
ment of one of the most violent elccinc smnns 
that has ever been known in South .\tnca. 
ihev diseharued their contents tii a night-long 
cataract upon the ihirslv so,] mI the plain be- 
l,,u oblilerating in an hour all tracks, making 
c.nmnunicaiions impossible, turning the 
.rround into a sucking (piagmire. and neces- 
sitating the use of guide-ropes m the atleinpi 
to uKwc forward the brigade even m clo-c 
marching order. \ el through this night oi 
pilchv darkness and imremitlmg storm, and m 
spite of the fact that the inagnelic condiiums ol 
the night and the i)resence of the iron-^toiie 
koiijes'^of Magerslonteiii rendered the directing 
nftu-erV comi.asses useless, the Highland Bri- 
gade w.is successfullv piloted to the appointed 
place. Now and again a flash of lightning in 
111) the scene 'vith a baleful blaze, but 111 llu- 
quick-following gulf of darkness a man coidd 
scarcciv realize the presence of the nnghlicir by 
whose 'ver\ elbow he was keepiii.L; his dre-smg. 
Xor was tills the worsl of it. L w-il! readils be 
,nidersio..d. thai in order to earr>- out this 
nio\-emcnt .at all il wa- necessary for the col- 
innii to i,e 111 the closest possible formation. 
Only in a dense and compact mass could the 
direction be kept at all as the brigade trudgcl 
forwards through ilie darkness. But there 
came a momenl wdicn oilier risks could ha\ e 
been held to omweigh t\i n iliis consider.al ion. 
Twice cT, as the I'.oer p.iMtior. w as .-ip- 
,,,-iiaclu'd, Colour! r.cnsMii nr-ed upon Ceneral 
\\a,ir|i,i])e tlir nerc's-,iiy of an immediale de- 
|il,,\ nient. Hut \\ aiichoiie, who was a great 
bt li\ \ er in the moral encouragenient of a close 
and imiied formation, and who. il nmst be re- 
membered, had had no experience of fiiditing 
under motlcrn conditions, again ami yet aL;aiii 
refused to allow the brigade to extend into 
skirmishing order. .At last, however, it was 
()b\ious thai the leading men of the C(dumn 
were almost upon ilie llocr ciiti-enchments, and 
a tard\- order was given for the ballaliiuis to 
de|)lov. But a line of hcav_\- thorn-brake ])re- 
veiited ibis lieing done at mice. 

The Disaster. 

.\ moment later a few companies of ihe 
I Mack Watch began to take up position in line, 
in spite of the difficulties of the ground; the 
Seaforths had just received orders to extend to 
their left, and the Argyll and Sutherland High 
landers .to their right, when the Boers sudden- 
h realized. the danger they were in, and poured 
a furious magazine fire from a thousand rifles 
into the helpless and still-densely congested , 
acre of men. .At first they fired at a sound ra- 



ther than a sight, but such a target could not 
be long missed, and the Highlanders fell in 
scores. Against fire like this, which was, of 
course, taken up instantly all round, the semi- 
circular trap of trenches, into the centre of 
which the luckless Highland Brigade had 
])enetrated, there was nothing to be done.. 
Stung through and through, the brigade moved . 
convulsively and broke in all directions. Any- 
thing was better than this pit of death. The 
Argylls carried out in fair order their exten- 
sion on the right of the line. I^Iany of the 
r.lack Watch dashed forward and actually 
iiiriicd the end of the Boer trenches, whicii 
here struck forward some distance into the 
])laiii. But they were leadcrlcss, and ignorant 
of the disposition of the Boers. Some of them 
still pressed on, ami thus becoming detached 
from the main body, were obliged, as daylight 
came and betrayed their plight, lo surrender to 
the enemy, in whose midst they had ])enetral- 
ed. .Meanwdiile the great mass of the rest of 
the Highland fhdgade stretched itself out as 
best it might to the left. Bewildered as the 
men were, they still remembered their general 
instructions; and when the first grey dawn be- 
gan to light up the scene there was a large and 
e\-eii formidable body of men, deployed at ran- 
dom in an irregular line a mile in length, facuig 
at a distance of fioo yards the Boer irenclics 
which Delarey had caused to be dug at the bot- 
tom of Magersfontein ])Osition. lint now the 
Highlanders began to suffer from one of the, 
most daunting circumstances of all this terrible 
day. For the first time in their history their 
officers were dressed entirely like the men, and 
there can be little iloubt that, at this first mo- 
ment of li.ghi. a shudder of disniay ran 
ihronghoui the eulire brigade at tlie m.stani 
conviction that e\-ery one ot their officers li;id 
been killed. Of course, this was by no means 
the case; but at a time like that it was impos- 
sible for even the bravest of their captains to 
reassert their authority over men who had not 
only lost all touch of their own company, but 
even of their own regiment. The absence of 
the familiar sight of an officer's uniform and 
sword, and all that il connected, proved not the 
least of the disasters of Magersfontein. "S'el 
an cN'cn more terrible thing was to follow. 
There was not sufficient cover on the plain to 
]irotecl this far-stretched line of men from the 
direct, plunging fire which the Boers immedi- 
ately converged ujjon them from the top of the 
.Magersfontein range at the first streak of 
(lawn. One by one, lliese luckless men were 
picked off in cold blood, and e\en so many of 
the remainder as fotmd some shelter behind an 
ant-hill or in a shallow donga, or behind a line 
of shrub, \\ere left under the bla/.ing morning 
sun. foodless and waterless, without ortlers or 
reinf. .rceirients, and. as they firmly believed, 
deprived of their officers. Yet the men still 
held out. 

The Retirement. 

It is such incidental things as these that 
still determine the issue of battles. The mere 
liliysic.il danger of their position was of far 
less momenl to the Highlanders than their be- 
wilderment :md the sense of desolation that 
oppressed tlieiii. Ilour after hour ]iassed, and 
neither reinforcements, nor orders reached 
them. A half-battalion of the Cordons did, in- 
deed, attempt to make their way up into the 
firing line, but. gallaiul\ as they came on over 
the bullet-swei)l jilaiii. the terrific fire from the 
I'loer trenches coiiipelled them, too. to take 
such cover as the\ could, and remain ])assi\i; 
spectators of an aifrax. the l(irtunes of which 
were slii\vl\ going from fiad to worse. 

To ihe west of tlie railway part of tiie olu 
i'.rigade threw mu a rontainmg line to j)re\ciu 
;mv flanking mn\enient on the i)art eif the 
lioers. and to the e.ist the Guards' brigade — 
and. on their right .igaiii, two or three com- 
panies of the Yorkshire Light lufaiilry — op- 
])osed themselves to ilu enem\ s entrench- 
ments among the \ eld scrub. It might have 
been possible siill to lorce home the as.-ault 011 
this side, but .Metliitne. who couhl nol know 
that the earilnvorks on this side were compaia- 
livelv slight, deieriiiined ii])oii another ).laii. 
r.elieviiig that the Highland Brigade was cap- 
able of holding its own in the open, even in its 
disorganized .state, he intended to leave it 
where it was throughout the day to control 
any action the I'oers' >cntre might lake, and 
after nightfall to u-c t\\o 1,1" the Cru.irds' bat- 
talions for a second, and. as l:e had a right to 
hope, successhd. attaek lo be d(divered under 
cover of the d.ark a^ain-t the key of the Boer 
])ositioii. I'.ut tills pl.aii was destined ne\cr to 
lie atleinpled. Alter six or seven hours cd' mis- 
ery, thirst and helplessness, an order given by 
the Colonel in cmnmand of the .Argyll and 
Snlherlands (in ihc right of the line was misin- 
terpreted as a ;;riu'ral rirder to retire. 
Mid the lligldand bnt;ade. throwing all 
l)rudence to ihe wnd-. rose up from their 
co\-er, in full \ lew of the lioers. ;in<l made the 
best of their way b.ack under a de v.asiat ing lire 
from the Ireiiches, which the utmost endeavors 
of the batteries wi re scarcel\ able to affect. 
'I'his was the turning-point of .Magersfontein. 
The casualties now suffered were greater than 
those of any other period of ilie battle, and un- 
der tins l.isi crushing di-aster the disorganiza 
lion of ihr lli:di!;ni(l I'.riLjade was cumplete. 
Indeed, Il ihc I'.iK is h;iil had, ;it lliis early sta.^e 
ill the war, thai si'use of iiiiti.'tlue wdiiidi ihcy 
de\eloi)ed alterw arils, and had adxanced to 
the attack, it is difficult to see how the bat- 
teries of field artillery in the plain could have 
been saved from falling into their hands. 

But if the I'ritish lorccs thus experienced a 
rei>nlse, the enemy also had suffered a good 
de.al. The Scmdiiiav ian commaiuh.i had been 
.annihilated. ;iiid. lliongh il was ;ilways difii- 
cidt to obtain exact inlm-matiou :ibont (he 
losses suffered by the lioers, it is probable 
that, successful though they were, they re- 
ceived a severer blow al .Magersfontein tjian at 
any other engagement on the west until their 
defeat at rJnefontcin. two days before their 
evacuation of Bloemtonieiii, However, they 
had managed to make gxxxl iheir positicni, and 
the final retirement of the llighland lirigade. 
which occurred about one oclock, convinced 
Methucn that al) tjiat then remained possible 



was to bring off his troops in as good order 
as possible, and make up his mind to prolonged 
inaction at Modder I^ivcr, until an entirely 
new complexion was placed upon the war, 
i-ither b}' Bullcr's success in Natal or the arriv- 
al of heavy reinforcements. Orders to this ef- 
fect were accordingly given, and on morning of 
the I2th, after the withdrawal of Ihe Highland- 
ers and the gth Brigade, the Guards" and "G" 
Battery of Horse Artillery, upon which no 
small i^art of the burden and heat of the pre- 
vious day had fallen, and to which in large 
measure had been due the inaction of the Boers 
at critical momcnCs — sullenly, but in perfect 
discipline, from a field upon which over a thou- 
sand men had fallen, and where, for the second 
time in two days, the pride of England had 
been humbled by our gallant, though untu- 
tored opponents. 

The disaster was in itself of terrible mo- 
menl. It |)ul an end at once to any ho])e of the 
immediale relief of Ixiniherley. na}-. to the ex- 
cited imaginations of many at home, it seemed 
that the fate of the Diamond City was sealed 
1)\- this disaster. .\or was this all. The whole 
"if the western movement had been paralyzed, 
just as the day before the central advance un- 
der Gatacre had been reimlsed at Stormberg. 
There was now but one thing to hope for, and 
the British nation still looked forward to it 
with confidence, chastened as it was by these 
Iwo bitter experiences, ^\'ithill the next lew 
days, as everyone knew. .Sir Redsers llitller 
was going to ti}' conclusions in a definite man- 
ner with the Boers in Natal. Whatever ill suc- 
cess had attended British arms in other parts 
of South .Africa, there was hardly a douI)t in 
the minds of anj'oiie at home that here, at least, 
;i brilliant and sweeping success would go far 
lo rc-vindicate for our troops e\-erv military 
fame, which the grim repulses at Stormberg 
uid Magersfontein had, indeed done something 
lo tarnish for the moment. 



IRELAND'S OLDEST INHABITED 
STRONGHOLD 

Alalahide Castle, on the sea coast, about ten 
miles north of Dublin, it is claimed, is the old- 
est inhabited stronghold in Ireland. .A most 
picturesque old jolace, it has extensixe en- 
circling woods, which make it an ideal resi- 
dence in either winter or summer, wl.ile ihe 
Utile town of Malahide is similar to an haiglisli 
^'illage adjoining a i;oblenian's well carerl for 
estat>". Malahide furnishes the uiiusuall}- rare 
instance of a baronial estate having continued 
for neariy seven centuries and a half in the 
heirs male of the ancestor on whom it had 
been originally conferred. ! fenry II. gave the 
manor to Ricl-.ard r!c 'I'albotl in 1 174,'" and his 
male descendants have resided at Malahide 
ever since, except for a brief period during 
Cromwell's time, when they were -driven out 
for se\-cn years. " > 

In the great hall at .Malahide .is a suit of 
armor with a gash in the side about which a 
romantic story is tpld. The wearer of this ar- 
mor had just been married in Malahide church 
when there came a sudden call to arms, and 
though the bridegroom's side was successful, 
he himself fell in the fray. His bride — "maid, 
wife and widow" in one day — soon, however, 
consoled herself, foh she was married twice 
after that tragic day. the first time six months 
afterwards. By her second husband she had a 
son. Thomas Talbot, whom Edward IV. np- 
pointed Lord Admiral of Malahide and tlic 
Seas Adjoining, an hereditary honor borne bv 
successive heads of the family dovvn to the 
present I.iu-d Talbot de Malahide, This ',;-.l\'s 
third husband w;is John Cornwalshe, chief 
baron lo Henry A'L. and, dying ulicii over 
eighty, she wvas buried at Malahide, where her 
tomb may vet be seen.

Old England ^- 

(By Briiiccss Bariatinsky) ■ 

My first visit to England was late in last 
summer, when I came en touriste with my : 
husband, and while here I had so many propo- 
sitions to appear on the English stage, that I 
was tempted to accept one of them. 

During my stay in England, a period alto- '. 
gether amounting to about four months, I 
have been immensely interested in studying 
English people and in comparing the condi- 
tions of life here with those pre", ..iling in my \ 
own country. 

] think the upper cl.asse.s — the very upper 
classes — in most countries arc much the same 
type. Centuries of power, position and wealth 
produce a type that has a singularly clear 
sense of its Own importance, a tremendously 
strong instinct of self-preservation, and a most 
righteous regard for class ])rivilcge, as if it 
were a divine thing. 

Those are the common characteristics of 
ihe aristocrats of all countries, and their man- 
ners and habits are much the .same; but the 
Ivnglisli aristoci"at has, 1 think, a livelier sense 
of the responsibility of his position than the 
Russian lord. ' ' 

The Lords and the PeopJe. 

I heard of a great EngHsh peer who was 
once slaying al the house of a Russian noble- 
man in St. Petersburg some little time ago. 
The former had promised to open a new hall 
in a town, the .greater part of v Inch belonged 
to hini. on a certain date, and during his ^•isit 
to St. I'elersburg recei\-cd a letter from his 
agent in luiglaml telling him that the opening 
ceremony had been fixed to take place the fol- 
lowing week-. The English peer informed his 
host that he must take his departure, and ex- 
plained to him the reason why he had to do so. 

"The people, you see, would be disappoint- 
ed if 1 were not there," said the English lord. 

The Russian lord laughed ; he could not un- 
derstand anyone in his guest's position dis- 
turbing himself .because he might disappoint 
the people. 

"You iiiusl find the people an awful nuis- 
ance," he said as he bid liis guest goodbye. 

But I don't think the English lord agreed 
with his host ; as a matter of fact, I have never 
been in any country where such friendly rela- 
tions .seem to exist between the lords of the 
earth and the tillers of it as in England; 
English Home Life. 

Of English home life I have seen much that 
fills me with admiration. I had heard a good 
deal of English home life before T came here. 
1 heard that home life in England was very- 
dull, that it was on the decay; that English' 
homes were terribly ugly, and their owners 
very rude, especially lo strangers. SuchA'aried 
accounts 1 liad from books written by English 
])eople. and from some Russians wdio had stay- 
ed in England. 

Well, 1 have been very pleasantly surpris- 
ed ; 1 have stayed in a great many house.s since 
I have been in England, and met a great many 
people, and none are like the people I heard 
aliout.. The houses I ha\e been in are beauti- 
ful ; the ])ictures on the walls show an ap])re- 
cialion of the best English art; c\'cr3d)ody 
has read Ruskin; many dine at seven, and go 
to bed at eleven; they are all very kind andi 
hospitable. 

Lerhajis they are rather easily shocked, f 
was dining ;ii a house a little while ago, and 
the conversation turned upon the subject of 
the cen.sorship of i)lays — a topic in which X 
lake a great deal of interest. 

I related a little story of one of the Russian 
censors — we ha\'e half-a-doz.cn of them m 
Russia. The censor in f|iicstion had a [ilav 
sent in lo him in which the hero or the \-illain, 
1 really forget which, kissed a ,giri, the hero- 
ine. I suppose, on the lips, and the Iciss was 
dcscril)e(l as "lon.g and passionate." The cen- 
sor objected to the kiss; he declared lhat it 
must not be given on the lips, but on the fore- 
head, and that it must be of the shortest dur- 
ation. 

I told the story, which, is true, as a joke, 
but it shocked rather than amused my listen- 
ers. 1 think they thought it slightlj- impro- 
per; any way, niy hostess changed the con- 
versation. 

Some Characteristics. 

I"raiikl.\. 1 lio not think" lh;it Ln.clish |)eo- 
p!e are very gr.iod linunisls, mn as goLid as 
I'feitcli. Russians, oj- (lerniaiis. hut it is abso- 
lutely unrrue to s.iv that the a\-erage English 
man or woman can only .speak I'.nglish. 

l\vcry ICiiglisli person 1 have met, with a 
few exceptions, can speak French. My hus- 
band recently dined at the House of Com- 
mons, and found thai his host and another 
guest spoke not only hrench, but Russian. 

The sense of freedom one enjoys in I'.ng- 
laiid fs wonderful. Stimeoiie said lo me la.'- 
eentlv ili.at h'tiglish people were free lo starve 
but then they .are eipi.ally free lo s|)eak. 

1 think that l-'aiglish jieople are hardly 
conscious of the freedom lhe\' enj'iy. To me 
il seems a wonderful and priceless iiossession, 
this freedom. 

Of course, T do not know England .well ; I ': 
am merely writiii.g of England as she appears • '; 
to me, which is, perhaps, presumptuous. But 
1 would much rather live in England than in 
any other country ^^)here I havejstaycd. ' A

-.'^Thc greatest men and women arc ihose 
•i Who have overcome the greatest obstacles." 
'fhis is an old saying, and appears trite 
• enough; for most of us arc convinced thai 
everyone knows it is true, and \vc can cite 
scores of instances lo-provc it. instances where 
obscure men and women, amid the mosl un- 
sympathetic circumstances, liavc risen to fame; 
or where this man or that, starting life without 
a penny and with.every one against him, has, 
by dint of much effort, and ceaseless determin- 
ation, amassed cnormcKis richi's or risen to a 
jlrolld position in tlie stale. And s(j we dis- 
miss the subject fcclin,!;- certain iliat we lia\c 
"•iven. ample evidence of the truth dI the words 
quoted aboN-e. There is no c|uestiu!i ;'t all 
about the credit due to men and women ot 
whom tiie world's verdict is that ihcy have 
succeeded gloriously; and they get ail the 
credit they deserve too ,and sometimes a great 
deal more. But just as every man is l>orn a lit- 
tle different from his fellows, an iM'ii\idual 
to a certain extent apart, so to him ihcse ob- 
stacles to be o\-erconie are the more or the ic-rs 
insurmountable according to his i)o-,ver> oi 
resistance arc the p^rcater or less. Must of us 
ju-e convinced that I'rovidence has made it pos- 
sible for all of us, if we follow Nature's laws 
and Christ's example, to be born sane, and 
sound, and God-praising, into a glorious world, 
where without undue effort or unfair competi- 
lioii, wc may find a gracious susteuance ami 
an abundance of joy. But then ver>- few of us 
do follow Nature's laws and Christ's e.\ami)lc, 
even the most well-meaning of us; and con- 
sequently some little children are born to 
suffer and be sad from birth, and weaken and 
falter at the first approach of temptation, and 
maybe in. spite of all pitiful endeavor to fall 
at last.

and cieanliness as their heritage. 

In time to come perhaps wc shall learn that 
the greatest economic princii)le in the v^orld is 
the regulating of marriage and the consequent 
rearing of families. Ihit we have not learned 
it yet, and until we do, there must exist the 
most unfair competition between the weak and 
th'e'tcmpted, and the strong and the untempt- 
ablc. In regard to this former class, the 
world's vcrdiQt is hardly ever a fair one. 

.\ liealthy mind in a sound body is like the 
many wide open windows of a spacious, sun- 
lit house, from which the soul look.s foTth upon 
a constant pageant of delight accompanied by 
endless, joyful 'melodies. There is the never- 
ending procession of men and women going 
about their pleasures and their duties. In most 
cases the duties are the pleasures, and pleasure 
and duty alike mean the doing of a thousand 
little kindnesses, the thinking of a million ten- 
der thoughts. There are the -roups of playing 
children, lovely as living flowers, with their 
lilting laughs of pure jiw, and their clamoring 
chatter that is all music if we hear it with our 
windows open.

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' THE THINGS Vs^HICH LAST 

It was llic Latin poet Horace wlio said 
with excusable confidence, lliat he liail built 
ttiimself a luoiuinicm more endurii'.i;- than 
brass and loftier than the pyramids. L'ossi- 
bly he referred only Id the fame tif his \voi-ks, 
and if that were so, the fact that his poems 
I'emain as great au object of admiration to- 
day as ever they were proves that his vision 
of the future was not a deceptive one. He 
may possibly have had in contemplation his 
influence* up6n the thonuiit i)f his time, an 
influence which is difliculi ni measurenienl . 
because it cannot he readily traced. The 
things which endure are nut material. Tlu' 
Pyramids stand lo testify to the ambition, 
the power and the resourcefulness of their 
builders; hut conditions arc easily conceiv- 
able that would lead to their destruction. 
The marvellous sti-uctin-cs which adorned 
l>abylou ha\c fallen into absolute ruin. 
K very where time, with remorseless hands, i-^ 
dcstroyin;.^ the _L;reat crealinns nf hiniian skill. 
A\ hich were const i-iictod in by-^unr yrar^. tjin 
modern civilization in its material aspects is 
ephemeral in its nature. A few centuries nf 
desolation would leave less of our |)reseiu day 
cities than an ecuial numbei- of millonnium-^ 
Iiave spared of Kine\-ch, Tyre, Sidon ami tln' 
great centres (if poi)iilati()ii of ilic carl\- his- 
torical pcricjds, ['"roni a material point oi 
\-iew we cannot claim in this TweiUieth Cen- 
tury to be huildiiifj;' \\hat will endure. Tlio 
lasting work of today is spirilnal. just a> ii 
•\vas when Horace wrote and wlieii the learned 
men of Babylon, India, China, K.trypt, (.reece 
and Palestine propounded their systems of law 
and philosophy. The Parthenon is in ruins; 
but the philosophy of TMato .-lands imimpair- 
cd. The 'I'einple at jerusaleni has been de- 
molished ; but the precepts of Him, who taught 
dailv therein, arc more potent in the world to- 
day than e\ cr. 

A\'e are apt to think too niucli oi' beliei's. 
;\Iany a man has read the Apostles' (.'reed, as 
it is contained in the Church of England 
]'raycr Book, and .said to himself that, if in 
order to he a'professing Christian he must ac- 
cept as true the statements therein set. friit. he 
A\ ould have to remain outside of the Chnreli. .\. 
thoughful man can readily find a wa>- through 
this "imiiasse." tie will see that the Creed i> 
an altcm])t to e:<i>ress something th;it eamioi 
be defined in words, and he will find liinisell 
able to accept the phraseology w^itiioul protest 
as meaning what he himself feels to be true. 
There are certain "eternal verities." which de- 
fy definition in terms that are absolutely ac- 
curate. Language is designed to deal witli 
material things ; when we step into the world 
of the spiritual we have no words to express 
its phenomena. VVc have to sjieak oi the im- 
perfectl}- recognized in terms designed for 
what is tangible or dcnionsjtrablc. .liy the ex- 
j)rcssion "spiritual " what is known as spirit- 
ualism" is not meant: but that whole domain 
of human activity which lies outside of the 
])li\ sical universe. It is not limited by what i-^ 
ordinarily called religion: it has nothing to do 
with the existence of living entities not di- 
eeriiible b\' oui ordinary senses. It relates to 
lliouglU-^, empti<.in>. physic powers and all the 
\-asl realm of ihe occult. It embraces what 
we ordinarily know as religion. It includes 
the possibility of a future life, as well as the 
operations of faith. One will on consideration 
readily see how ina])j)iicable are the terms us- 
ed in relation lo physical tliing> to express the 
nature, operation and ofliee of these thing-; 
which arc spiritual; but one w ill also : ee that 
the latter are as real a> the former, and the 
history of the human r.aee -hows that they are 
more enduring. The Chri.-.iian religion a 
rule of life wiiereby our physical csistenee 
may be coordinated with the laws of the spirit 
naf world: the doctrines of the Christian 
churches, with all their diversity, are only at- 
icmpt> to expres'- those faws or lo define the 
])rinciiiles mulerlying them. The statements 
of the-e (I'letrines will of necessity \ar_\- from 
time to lime; lj\n lnn<lanH niall\- llie\- aie all

a fine pencil of light will enter. Place a sheet 
of paper so that the pencil will fall upon it.

in the right focus. You will then see upon the 
]>aper an inverted reproduction of the scene 
out of doors, thus demonstrating that the liglil 
carries along on its beams a picture of wh;it 
reflects it. So it may be in regar<l [o onr emo- 
lions, our feelings, our opinicnis. our influence, 
in short of whatever go to make up we have 
called the spiritual sitle of things.

If we look across the 
ocean to China we will see a land wherein four 
hundreds of millions of people arc observing, 
more or less faithfully, the precepts laid down 
by Confucius twenty-three centuries ago. In 
the years that have elapsed since his day more 
than fifteen billions of people have come di- 
recih- under his influence, which is even now 
one of the most [lotent factiu's in the life of the 
human family. I low many millions ha\'e had 
their lives moulded by the influence of iiudd- 
ha wc cannot hope lo reckon. So also wc 
might speak of many others. \\ ho can pro- 
fess to limit the evcr-exi)aiuling influence of 
l-'hrist upon the world ? Surely we arc not 
exlra\ag;int when wc say that the greatest 
fabrics of human hands are trivial when com- 
pared with ihese tremendous fabrics of the 
human mind. So .also it mav be with tiie forces 
of the spiritual world. W'e know less of these 
than wc do of the forces of the material world, 
for in the very nature of the case they arc 
more difficult of investigation. The law of 
gravitation calls for no demonstration, for we 
see c^•ery moment of our waking lives thai it 
is a real thing. This is also true of other laws 
in the material univer.sc. Their reality is forc- 
ed home upon us almost e\-cr\- moment, lint 
are we not all conscious that we ;ire cuci.im- 
passed :ibout with other forces? Hi.i wc not 
feel the touch of them, like si)irit hands, on 
every side? -May we not assume with confi- 
dence that these are as real and the forces arc 
eternal? Depend upon it. the only actual things 
are not those which we can touch or measure, 
but real and pertuaneni existence is a thing 
apart from the physical. Seieiu'e i- slowly 
approaching this conchisi'.m. which was i)oinl 
eii out long ago by the greatest leaders of 
human thought, and by none more S(> than by 
the .\i)Ostle I'aul, who when writing to the 
Corinthians said: "The things that are seen 
are teni])oral : but the things which are not 
seen are eternal." 



THE BEGINNING OF HISTORY. 

\\ hile it i.s iiossible to fix w ith aiiproximaie 
accuracy the date of the earliest hisicjrical re- 
cords, il is impossible to determine how far 
back our knowledge of human events extends. 
In all countries there is among the aboriginal 
I)coples a vast collection of myths and tradi- 
tions, which may of may not have historical 
value, ruid as yet there is no means of fleter- 
mining with certainty how the_\' should be 
regarded.

Cir;uiliiig. l\'r examiile, that the Indian 
myth of Seatco, the monster who destroyed 
the jieople as they met in their annual games 
in the \alle\- in the (.Mv-mpic peninsula, is a 
perxerted aceottnl i.j1 an actual occurrence, 
there is absolutely no way of determining 
\vhetlier it ha])pened fi\-e hundred or five thou- 
sand year> ago. '^'et il is hardl}- supposable 
that the legend was made u]) out of whole 
cloth. \\ hen Vv'c find similar legends in all 
parts of the world, the probability that in 
every instance they were pure inventions be- 
comes very slight, and therefore it may be 
assumed that they are the distorted history of 
an actual occurrence wdiich t'.iok place at a 
period nieu'e or less remote. 

.\mong the nations of the world there is 
none with su eontiniioiis a record as the Chi- 
nese. Thev have very ancient ;um;ds — that 
i-. accurate in a gt'iieral way otdy f.- - we may 
;is,-unie that with them, as with us, the chroni- 
clers of the deeds of emperors did not allow 
their accounts to lack in the ascription of spe- 
cial merits or special achievements lo their 
[latroiis. Before the strictly historical period, 
;ind l)leiidiiig into il b\- ;m .alniosi iinperce])- 
iiblc L^railation, is the -emi hi-iorical era. 
whieli -hades away iiitii the legeiidai}. There 
I- nolliiiig unite like this an^wlieri.' el-e in the 
world, heeau.-e the CliiiU'se nation i- the only 
e\i-tiiii; (jiie tli.ai ha- ])assed through all these 
-tage- without gi'cat and revolutionary in- 
terruptions, liritish history goes back to alxuit 
the beginning <.>f the Christian era. Of course, 
it is in(.)re or less shadowy and indefinite in the 
early centuries after Christ, but it is as true 
now as it was when ('/oldsmith wrote his his- 
tor}' tfiat "lirilain w as \ er\- little known to the 
rest of the worhl before the lime of the Rom- 
ans." We know suhstaiu i.ally nothing ;it all 
about the ocenrrenee- in the Hrilish Isles he- 
fore JiiHu- Caesar ero--sed o\er from Ciaul. 
There is no twilight of liritish liisUu-y fading 
away into the blackness of oblivion, and owing 
lo the successive invasions of Romans, Sa.xons, 
Danes and .N'ormans, each bringing with them 
their own folk-lore, it is impossible to say what 
is and what is not the kgendary hire of (he 
ancient riritons. 

The earliest dale that has been fixed with 
anything like accur;u-\- in Chinese bisteu'v, is 
2i<)~ li.C, but long before that time the coiin- 
l !■}• li;ul ;i civilized and powerful government. 
It is iin|)0ssible to dcLcrinine dates previous 
to that period with anything approaching cer- 
tainty, but it is by no means certain, that there 
is aiiylhiiig gained by ;i knrjwledge of.xlates, ' 
although so much st^cs.s is laid upon them in 
schools. The important thing is the secpience 
of events, and of this we have a very fair idea' 
so f;ir as relates to China going back for a 
period so long prior to 2197 15. C, tluit this year 
seems comparatively almost modern. It i.-- 
liiiown with as -close an approach to ceriaintv 
as can be e:\pecled that the first Chinese were 
a nom*d itr-ibe who came to what is called the 
p'rovincc of'Shcnsi, and -that they rested aiid: 



were slowly shaped into a permanent and or- 
derly community by a succession of chiefs. 
After a jjcriod, the length of which can only 
gviessed at, I'ohi assumed the head of affairs, 
and under his powerful influence, the state 
grew strong, and lie was able to establish a 
permanent (lynasty. To the days of Fohi there 
succeeded a period of indefinite duration, and 
then Hwang-ti came to the throne. He was 
a ruler of rare wisdom and sagacity. He es- 
tablished the decimal syslcm of notation, and 
originated the plan of dividing the country 
into hundredths and titbings, which man}' cen- 
liirics after we find the Saxcnis using for go\ - 
ernmental |itirposc.s, \^Mlether or not the Saxons 
derived this system from the Chinese, or the 
Chinese from the .Saxons, or both from a yet 
more ancient people is one of the unsolvablc 
questions of history. Ilwang-ti reformed the 
Chinese calendar, and established the cycle of 
sixty years. He also reduced astronomy to an 
exact science. r''r(un this time onw.ard Chinese 
history proceeds in a seini-m)'lhological way. 
W'e are told of greai limperors. such ;is N'ao. 
Chun .and Tii, whose rule was sei wise and ])ru- 
dem that it is regarded .'is the golden age of 
Chinese history. Tu is stii'jposcd to have died 
in the \-ear above mentioned, or 4,107 ycar- 
ago. It is said of the rule of these three em- 
perors thai, under their influence all (jUcstions 
tvcre decided by strict moral right and justice. 
The people were temperate, and the man wdio 
invented a means of distilling an intfixicat ing 
liquor from rice was severely punished. The 
maxims which these emperors i)rescril)ed for 
the conduct of the gcnernnient of the eouiitr\' 
are yet preserved in the literature of the coun- 
try, and form the basis of the whole system of. 
Chinese jurisprudence. .\ little consideration 
will show that a people who had advanced to 
such a stage of cnliglitcnment as this indicates 
must have had [)re\ ioiis thereto a long history 
during which civilization was developed by 
slow and steady stages. Tlieret'ore, \\'hile we 
cannot hope to fix with an>' accuracy the be- 
ginning of Chinese history, we are sale in as- 
ginuing oi Chinese histor}'. vve are safe in as- 
for a period of at least five thousand years. 



ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 

When Henry I. died, his sister's son. Ste- 
phen, Count of lUois. ' who had sworn allegi- 
ance to ^latilda, Henry's daughter and at that 
time wifi; of l-'iilk. Count of Aragon, appeared 
before the gates of London and asserted his 
right to the Crown. The Londoners received 
him gladly./ To thcin the sovereignty of Ma- 
tilda meant the rule of I'ulk, w ho was known 
to be tyrannical and cruel. Stephen was a 
handsome, dashing fellow, au expert svvcnals- 
nian, fond of display and with plenty ol cour- 
age combined, with nioii\'es that were good 
enough in their way. His weakness lay in his 
lack of executive ability. The people of Lon- 
don did not trouble themselves as to what the 
rest of the Kingdom might desire to do. and 
they resolved themselves into a popular assem- 
blage, although neither the baronage nor the 
clergy were reiiresented thereat, as was the 
custom of the realm, and jir^'Ceeded lo elect 
Ste])hen to the Kingship. The barons pro- 
tested and a period of anarchy began, which 
lasted until (jrder was restored chiefly through 
the influence of the Cliurcli. Stephen exhib- 
ited considerable .sagacity at the beginning 5f 
his reign. He granted a charter much along 
the same lines as that of I lenry, restored to the 
barons much of the band w hich had been taki'ii 
from ihem by bis strong-handed uncle, and 
extended to the Church a much larger measure 
of freedom than il had hitherto enjoyed. 

.\t this sttige in our rewiew ol the develop- 
ment of the Brilish Constitution and the [lart 
therein taken by the various sovereigns, it may 
be of interest lo point out mie of the most sig- 
nificant things in the hi-t.ory of I'.ngland. 
There ne\'er \v;i- ibiriiiL; all ihe-e ye;irs. when 
the foundations of the C'onslitution were bml 
any alliance of tlie King ;iiid the barons agaiii-i 
the [)eople. It wa- alw,i\s an allianet' ol the 
King and the people a^aiii-l the bai'ou-. The 
King vested his title ii[)on the i)o]nilar will .md 
compelled the bannis to swear allegiance to 
him. In the discussion of constiluticnial ijues- 
tiim-, which seem likely to arise in England, it 
must be borne in mind that the historical foun- 
<lation of the throne i.. tlie democracy, and that 
no Kinu; of h",n,i;lanil ha,-, e\er reigned seciirel}' 
uithoul the support of ilie people. The more 
clo.-ely we e.samiiie [lie lii-lory (,f |-'.iigland. 
the more we will be iin]iresscd with the truth 
of Tennyson's cliaraclcri/.at ion of .ihe I'lrilish 
go\ernmeiit as a "crowned democracy." 

/\s this scries of articles is not intended as a 
history of I'jigland, no atteniiit will be made 
tej describe the e\-ents which disturbed I'.ng- 
land during his ingloriou- reign. .Sulfice it to 
s.-iy that he lo-l eontiad < <\ the Kingdom. 'J'he 
.admirable systeniN of ^(.xarnment which hi- 
iimde Henry had esi;il)li-lieii liecanu' ino])eia- 
ti\'e. The b.arons el.aiined to be .-uperior to 
to the law and were strong enough to make 
their claim good. They oppressed the peo])le 
as they never were oppressed before and from 
one end of the Kingdom to the other life,, prop- 
erty and everything else of \alue was al the 
mercy of him who was the stronger. In their 
despair the people rallied around the King, 
who, ho\v'e\'ei', pi-ovcd to lie a poor protector. 
.\t length Kngland was again iinaded in the 
interest of Matilda, and again the peo- 
ple offered to defend Stephen against 
his eneihies. There can hardly have 
been any doub that the result " of the 
threatened collision would have been a vic- 
tory for the King; but Theobald, .Xrchbisbop 
of Canterbur3% cserted his great influence and 
an agreement was reached wdiereby Stephen 
v';as to ccjiilinuc to occupy the throne and Ma- 
tilda's son Henry was to be his successor. 
■- -.jrhc appearance of Theoh.ald as ;i polit ical 
factor -was J,hc fii-t>t insluiice of that kind since 



the Concpiest, and it is notable as the begin- 
ning of tile great role which the Church after- 
wards played in ICiiglish history. It came about 
at the close o\ a wonderi;;! religi;.'us move- 
ment, bjigland was stirred lo its very I'oiinda- 
tioiis with a religions frenzy, such as it had 
never seen, 'i'hat this was due in large meas- 
ure lo the anarchy may be admitted, and those 
persons who believe tliey can trace the hand of 
Divine Providence in the history of a land will 
find nu'icli in the events of the reign (if Stephen, 
usur|)cr lliough he was, to justify their belief. 
f)ne might easily feel warranted in asstiming 
that just such a sm errign v. as needed for the 
consolidation of the l.b-ilr-li people. .After the 
Conquest there w.as a \\'ide line of deniarea- 
tifjii between the .Vorman immigrants and the 
Saxon natives, it began to grow narrowed to- 
wards the close of the Coiupieror's reign ; but 
there w.as not mneh of a movement towards 
the assimikatioii of the two ])eo])les during the 
reign of William Kiifiis. In the time e^f llenrv 
1. the distinctions hcLjaii to fade awae, The\- 
disappeared absolutel_\' so far as the administra- 
tion of h-iw was concerned fe>r. Henry whs a iu-l 
King, with all his great faults. 'S'ct it wfuild 
lie a mi-lake to say that during his reign the 
people of I'.iiL;land became homogeneous. This 
only came ab. ml after they had been thrown 
together in the erucible of anarchy. What 
eipialit;.' bcN're the law could not do, cfpialily 
before the Law le-h .icci mipli.-lied. Persecuted 
by the barons the mas-es made common cause 
with each other, and when llenr\- of .Arai^on 
came lo take the lliroiie after Stephen's death, 
he w as w elcomed by the English people united 
as the)- are icjday, a new race in whose veins 
flowed the blood of Britons, Saxons, Danes 
and Normans, a people who had lcarne<l 
the priceless value of personal liberty and who 
had been taught by bitter experience that the 
throne was a rallying point tigainst the oppres- 
sion ol feudal lords. Herein we find the funda- 
mental difference between the English mon- 
archical system and that which has prevailed 
in Continental Europe. 



A Centurg of Fiction 
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.Mplioiisc Daudet is among the most po]ni- 
lar of contemporaneous French novelists, and 
he serves as an instance of the principle that 
true talent must find expressioji in spite of np- 
posilion. for certainl}- his beginning in the lit- 
erary field \s'as not an ausiiicious one. W hen 
he had once fairly launched upon his career, 
howex er, he soon made man}' and iiowerfui 
friend.-, wlici prov ed a great aid to him in the 
l)rofc-si<in he had undertaken. He had worked 
liis way for a year through college, and at 
seventeen had arrived in Paris, supposedly 
e(piipi)ed for the l)atlle with the world, insuf- 
fieiently clothed and insufficiently fed. He 
had eaten niuhing for two days, saving his 
last two frane's that he might not arrive at his 
destination ipiite penniless. .\lone and with- 
out ;m\' prospect of friends, he was lull of a 
d.'umtless courage, and a large ambition, and if 
his body shivered in the cold mist of the winter 
morning, his young heart was warm with 
he ipc. 

\ cry shortly after bis arrival in Paris, his 

brother came to his assistance, iiroving a w(n'- 
thy help in time of need, for thruigh he \x'a< 
po'--es-e(l id' Init little, he shared that little 
with .Mphouse, and made it i)os:-ible lor the 
L;ifted \ounger brother tei perse\'ere in his lit- 
erary efforts. The latter .soon atlracled the 
attention id' \'illemessaiit, who gave him a 
chance, now and then, to eoiiiribule to iMgaro. 
of wliieli he was tlu- editor, K.iier still the 
f;iniou- Ihike <'f .\lorii} liecanie the patron <if 
the \'';ihl; wriler, and, llnis di>tiiiL;iii>hed. 
I);iiidet was iminedi.iteh' brought befoi'c' the 
e\e- of ,a -mall bill influential world. I le made 
a w i,-e marriage while still N'ming, with a wo- 
man who was in every resi»ect his ctpial and in 
s<iinc respects his superior. Indeed, without 
her, he confessed that hi- talent wciiild ne\er 
have been turned to -ueli l;' "»! aeeoimi, fur 
she was at once a s\'m])athet ie companion. ,aiid 
a -ipiirce of hi- loftiest inspiration. 

The fir.-t v\ork l)andet ga\e lo ilie pnldie 
w;i< a little book of poem- writlen while he 
wa- in hi'^ teen-. It was entitled "Lcs .\niour- 
eii'-e-" I \\ Omen in Love), anil was very a])- 
propriately bound in jjure white with tetters 
of crimson. It could hardly he termed a suc- 
cess, ihrnigh men of Daudet's own age jiro- 
fessed to admire il greatlx. The spirit of the 
])oems wa- not L;enuine. |)aiidet was \-ounu, 
ar<leMt ,'iiid full of hope, and the \'ein ol bil- 
iei"ue>- and -alllle<^ thai r;in iht'oiigh some of 
ihe \ lu's^'s wa- wholl}- unnatural; just as c}'ni- 
ei.-^m i- unnatural to the young and ine.'<])eri- 
eiiced \vlio jiosefully [)rofess il, but who bare- 
ly understand the meaning of the word. Dan- 
del was ])assing through a stage, and the little 
bo(d<let was its outward expression. It was 
not wiihotit merit; but his better works, rep- 
resenting his real -elf, came later on. 

His name next appeared in collaboration 
with that of .M, Ernest i.e|Mne. 'I'lie two |U'0- 
diieed a dr;iiiia <'ntitled. "The Last Idid"; but 
his talents were dis]da\ cd to better advantage 
in the short stories and sketches which he 
wrote letcr under the title of "Letters From 
i\Iv \\'indniill," In these he shows his great 
power of descripli\H' det;iil and character de- 
lineation, and his ihorongli cominand o\ ;ill 
the resources of the h'teiudi laiigtiage. 

He wrote another boeik auoiit this time 
which is so x'cry like Dickens' " I):ivid Copjier- 
field," that some ioeo|)le li:i\'e gone so far as to 
accuse Daudet of plagiarism. C)l such a crime 
such an artist could not be yuilty in the first 



place, and in the next "Le Petit Chose" is al- 
most th© autobiography of the author himself. 
"Tartarin of Tarascon" was published in 1S72, 
and th.e lierr) (,if this book who gives the story 
its name is (nic of the characters in fiction that 
must live long. "Jack," a novel lu'oduced some 
3'ears later, was so powerfully (lei)ressing that 
even the strong-minded, indefatigable Georges 
Sand succumbed lo its morbid effect, and con- 
fessed unable to work for days until she had 
shaken off .the impression conveyed.- "The 
Nabob" and "Kings in Exile" are happier and 
more iyi)ical examples of Daudet's work, and 
".\'uma Roiimestan'' is ]jerliaps the finest 
story of them all. b'or the hero of this book he 
drew again upon his own ex])erience and his 
(jwii character, and the result is an intensely 
fine and interesting production Dautlei's best 
efforts arc those in which the reader gets close 
to the man himself, which is true of but few 
\vriters, and those the greatest. .As a rule the 
further one keeps ones personality out of his 
story the better. 

Tartarin of Tarascon 
The hero of thi- stm'y lla^ been likened to 
Don (jui.xote. ;ind il has been said that these 
two characters i.r caricatures are quite unique 
in fiction. Tartarin is a huntsman, keenly alive 
lo the delights of admiration, and boastful of 
hi- prowess to all his friends; who, though 
the} have seen no evidence of his skill with 
big game, accept him al his word and accord 
bini any amount of li<jinage for a time. .Xfter 
a while lack of e\-i(.lencc makes them doubt- 
ful, and there being no lions nor other wild 
beasts near home, Tartarin determines lo go 
to Algiers in search of adventure, and inci- 

. dentally to prove to his neighbors that his ac- 
counts of his skill have been no mere boast. 
He lakgs an enormous amount of baggage, 
and for some reason or <;llier dresses as a Turk 
and departs 011 his journey. .Arrived in Al- 
giers, he is the centre <if interest and curiositv. 
and enjoys the position imiiieiiseh'. P>ut in 
s])ite of patient search, the country yields no 

' victim^ to his skill, and day after day he re- 
turns to .'Vlgiers after fruitless, weary wan- 
derings. Finally he meets a young and lovely 
lady in Moorish attire, with wdiom he falls in 
love, and the lion-luinting is for a time forgot- 
ten. Hearing, however, thai anxious and 
e.'iger friends al home are making all sorts of 
impiiries, he .'ibniptl}' lea\'es his i^air enamour- 
ita, and starts south to look once more iox big- 
game. He meets \vith many and varied ex- 
periences in the desert, bul the lions all elude 
him until one d^y he meets with a poor old 
blind beast that has been tamed, and without 
;i moment's hesitatiim he shoots it. He has to 
pay for his inhuman offence with his money 
and his kit, and walks .-dl the way back to Al- 
giers. Put the skin is sent home to Tarascon, 
and is accciited as convincing jiroof of the 
hunters' skill and bravery. ^^",Ien Tartarin re- 
turns he becomes the loasl of the clubs, and 
the hero of the ladies.

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FRUIT CULTURE. 

By W. J. h. Hamilton. 

What is a No. i apple ? It is true tliis is 
defined by act of parliament, but I believe that 
any wholesale fruit merchant, or the manager 
of any co-operative association will agree with 
me that each fruitgrower has his own ideas on 
the subject, as excniplificd by the fruit hc« 
boxes. But this luieveuncss of grading has* 
a very injurious effect upon the reputation of 
our fruit, and upon the price it realizes. 

If all fruit packers had the same ideas on 
the subject, and all graded alike, buyers would 
know by the brand, exactly wiiat they were 
paying for, and our fruit would take the high 
place it deserves in the markets of the world. 

Any judge of fruit cannot fail to l)c impres- 
sed by the magnificent fruit exhibited at our 
local agricultural shows and at exhibitions held 
in Victoria and New Westminster. But all 
frujt (and particularly apples) , sold as "fancy" 
or "No. I," does not approach this standard of 
excellence. 

Our fruit is unexcelled, but is not done jus- 
tice to, through much faulty grading and box- 
ing, and this will have to he remedied before 
we can realize in full tlie adcriuate commercial 
returns whicli are our just due. 1 beliex e there 
is one shon cut to success in this parlicu<;i:ir 
matter, and tliat is by establishing a special 
school at which r-u[nls can be trained to grade 
and pack apples properly and above all to one 
standard of quality. 

If all learn to grade and pack to uniform 
standard, these pupils, if sent out as foremen 
to different co-operative packing stations 
throughout the province, will see to it that this 
standard is maintained, thereby ensuring uni- 
form quality of each grade of fruit, from what- 
ever part of the province it may come. 

I believe in local packing stations through- 
out the fruit growing districts. Each one of 
these should be in charge of a foreman packer 
(educated as outlined above), who should em- 
ploy under him the children of the district, 
thereby educating them in fruit grading and 
])acking, and at the same time kee[)ing iii the 
district the money paiil to those who pack the 
fruit, instead of sending it lu China, as is too 
frequently the case, as some of the best fru'it 
packers we have arc Chinamen (not all, thank 
goodness). No man should pack his own fruit, 
the temptation to slip in an odd apple scarcely 
up to the mark is sometimes too great, but 
each man should roughly grade his apples into 
boxes of as large a size as he can comfortably! 
handle (but not too deep), load these boxes.' 
on to a spring wagon, and convey them to the 
local packing station, where they can be boxed, 
and careful account of each man's produce be 

I feel sure !if this were done prices would 
scar,and the fruit growing districts of the pro- 
vince would rapidly settile up, raising the value 
of property and stimulating all the trades and 
industries of British Columbia, not to mention 
the revenues. 

Cold Storage for Fruit 

In a previous article I treated of a central 
school to teach ap|)lc grading :iik1 packing, and 
of semling the pupils in local ])ackiiig stations 
as foremen. 

I also sketelied the objects of these local 
stations, in ihi> I waul lu treat uf the next 
step in the cvohitiiui cU our a])ple industry, and 
the means whereby the fruit grower can realize 
adequate returns for his products. Once the 
apples are hnxed, the (piestion arises of what 
is to he done with them. It is evident that if 
they have to he duinped uiion the market at 
once, low prices \\ ill rule, and fre(|uentl}' the 
orchardist will find himself out of pocket. 

Something uf tins kind happens at times, 
with our present laek of orgtuiization. Clearly 
then, the apples must be jjlaccd in cold storage 
and held for high prices, and not too many 
mu.st be placed on the market at once. 

But this cannot be done as long a.s there 
are a number of local associations .scattered 
throughout the country, each acting independ- 
ently of the others, as then the quantity of fruit 
on the market at one time cannot be con- 
trolled. 

I'.esiilos i i'M .-.tcirage plants are e\])ensi\c to 
erect, the great nulia_\- crippling the satisfac- 
tory working III the associai ii >n. ( V ii i r,-d i/at ion 
generally also means a eon siderr.lile reduction 
of working expenses, and a eenli al assi iciati( iii 
controlling all the local ones lia.-i a much more 
powerful voice when dealing with such outside 
forces as railway ami steamship com|)anies, 
wholesale agents, and especially legislative as- 
semblies, T'ruvincial fir Dominion. 

Such ;i central association ha\-ing more 
capital under its control than local associations 
fas it controls all these i, ;nu! dealing with lar- 
ger (piantitH -. (it iiu i'cliani,-il)le n iinmodities, is 
a great [lower in ilie land, and conld sucecss- 
fully arrange m li;i\ e '.N holesale firm.^ through- 
out the worhl act inr it in the matter of selling 
its fruit to the best ;id\ antage. 

Of coiu'se, this central organization would 
be more legislative, .so.far as controlling the 
subordinate local association, than directly 
commercial, in that it would sell nothing it- 
self, but only for the local co-operative com- 
panies which had called it into being, and 
over which it had a controlling influence, so 
it woidd be, as it \vcrc, ;i co-n]:;crati vc parlia- 
ment the members of which should be elected 
by and from the different local organizations. 

This might in time become a menace to 
the provincial authorities, if, as is too frequent- 
ly the case, party politics were drawn into the 
matter, and any friction occurred, but party 
politics have nothing to do with fruit growing, 
and the mistake would be fatal. 

But there is a simple remedy for all this 
thouh, as Kipling would say, "that is another 
Ktory. 



Co-operation in Fruit-Growing 

In two previous articles I advocated a 
school for fruit grading, local apple packing 
houses, cold storage and centralization of co- 
operative fruit packing companies. If, by the 
scheme I have suggested, wholesale stimula- 
tion, by means of iiicreased profit, can be given 
to the fruit growing industry of the province, 
the immediate result will be a great influx of 
desirable settlers, increased land values, and 
a .much denser population than dairying or 
mixed farming would admit of. Increased 
population would foster all kinds of industries, 
and the whole province would be the gainer. 

Under these circumstances it hardly seems 
fair that the fruit growers themselves, "through 
their co-operative associations who have done 
all this, should have to incur all the expense 
of benefiting the whole community. 

Moreover, I^have pointed out that whilst it 
is necessary to centraliEe, and thus unify, the 
iruit growing interests of the province, this 
very unity may, under very possible condi- 
tions, prove a source of danger to the provin- 
cial legislature. 

The ol)\-ious remedv' lor this is that the pro- 
vincial government, throuf.;h its agricultural 
(lepartmeiit, shoidd itself take up the matter by 
acting as the central association, erecting cold 
storage i)lants jvhere needed, establishing the 
apple grading and packing school (say, in con- 
nection with the future agricultural college), 
and doing our bargaining with transportation 
comijanies, etc. 

W'hilst I have said that politics and fruit 
growing should not be mixed, it seems natural 
to infer that the party which does all this for 
the fruit growers should be entitled to their 
support. They might, however, well hesitate 
to undertake this for tv/o reasons, the first be- 
ing that they -would not want to force legisla- 
tion of this sort on fruit growers, iniless thev 
were called upon by them to do so, and the 
second being the fear that whilst fostering the 
fruit growers, they might work an injury at 
once on the co-operative associations, the 
wholesalers and the retailers of orchard pro- 
duce. 

This objection struck me forcibly, but after 
considerable thouglu I can clearly see a way 
to obviate all this, though being a matter of de- 
tail in the working out of the scheme, it hardly 
needs to be mcnti(jned here. 

I do hope the fruit growers of the province 
will give what I say a thought, and try from 
these crude suggestions to evolve a successful 
method whereby we can realize the full value 
of our fruits, and thereby foster an industry 
for which so much of British Columbia is ad- 
mirably adapted by nature. 



MENDELISM IN BREEDING POULTRY 

The rediscovery of .Mendel's law has caused 
a revolution in plant breeding. It is not 
strange, therefore, that poultry breeders as 
well as other animal breeders should ask if it 
does not also offer them some help. The poul- 
try breeder is, in fact, csix-cially fiu-tuuatc in- 
asmuch as one of the most extensive studies in 
scientific animal breeding which li;is vet ap- 
peared is based on poultry. Tlii> is ■'Inherit- 
ance in roultry," by C. Ih UaveniM)rt, Station 
for Experimental Evolution, Carnegie Institu-, 
tion. There have also been extensive studies 
of heredity in poultry by liatcson and Murst 
in England and by l".rf in Kansas. 

Let us consider what .Mendel's L.-nv is. We 
can do this best by taking diie <if the crosses 
reported on in the pajier referred to abose. 

Black .Minorcas were crossed with White- 
Crested Black Polish. It is well known ihat 
Polish fowls have a crest or "t< ip-knut ." while 
the -Minorcas have none. .\'ow in this cross 
every single one of the seven chicks hatched 
had a crest. Such inheritance is called alter- 
native—that is, all the progeny resemble one 
parent in this one respect, while the influence 
(if the other parent is not apijarcut. When 
some of these cross-bred birds \sere bred In- 
gethcr, some of the S'oung had crest-- and some 
had none. The pro[)ortioii was nnt i;ir innn 
three crested to one withou.t crest. Tins re- 
sult accords with Mendel's Law. In this case 
the crest is said to be dominant and crestless- 
ness recessive. A dominant character, then, is 
(jue which is found in loo per cent of the first 
generation of hybrids and 75 per cent uf the 
second generation. .\ recessive character, on 
the other hand, is fouiul in none uf the lii'st 
gcneratinj;, but in 25 |)er cent of the secnnd 
generation. The real meaning of thi.s result 
may he more readily understood, if we follow 
the suggestion of Dr. Darbishire in using col- 
(jred chips. Let wdtite chi])s represent the 
germ cells (cither s[)ermatozoa or eggs) of the 
crested iiirds and red chips the germ cells of 
the creslless birds. .\ow the fertdized eggs of 
the M morca-Polish cross will each contain one 
crest-bearing .germ cell and diie non-crest bear- 
ing germ cells, which we may represent bv twu 
chips, a white and a red. Since the crest ;\ 
dominant, we put the white chiji mi lop. ( jr, n 
we choose to represent the whole result, we 
would lia\ e a lot of red chips covered by white 
ones. When one of these cross-bred chicks 
grows up, it will produce two kinds of egL;s, 
(ir if a cock two kinds of spermatozoa, one kinil 
carryiu.L; the crest and the other carr\ing the 
.Minorca head. There are ecjiial numbers nf 
each kind. We can now represent the result 
by putting equal numbers of red and white 
chips in a hat. Since one egg will be fertilized 
by but one sperm-cell, we draw out of the hat 
two chips. The chances are (you can try it 
yourself) that one in four times ycni will get 
two red chips, and two in four times that you 
will get a red and a white. Now this same 
thing happens in the fertilizing of eggs, in 
that fourth of the cases where the crest-pro- 
ducing egg was fertilized by a non-crcst-pro- 
ducing spermatozoan, the chick has a crest, 
similarly, where the non-crcst-prqducing egg 
was fertilized by a' non-crest-producing sperm- 



cell, the chick has no cresi. In the other 50 
per cent the chicks have a crest, only because 
the crest is dominant. 

D X R. give DR x DR give j,iD J^DR

Many characteristics of jjoultry .gave re- 
sults like this in the exijcrimental crosses. In 
the case where the dotdjie comi) of the Polish 
met the single cond) of the ^linorca, the hy- 
brids of die first generation {DR) had Y- 
shaped combs. In the second generation, one 
quarter of the pro.geny had single combs, one 
quarter double combs, and one half with a Y- 
shapcd comb. In still other characteristics, 
such as shape and size, the inheritance was not 
alternative at all, but blended, i. e., the pro- 
geny were intermediale. 

I. el us now see how Mendel's Law ctnild 
be used by a iioidtr}- breeder. Supi)osc there 
appears among a flick of fowls a bird having a 
new and desirable characteristic, which one de - 
sires to perpetuate. For in.stance, combless- 
ne.ss is dominant or recessive, hut by analogy 
we can assume it is recessi\-e. Tlie progeii}' of. 
this bird cmssed with a iinmial one will i)e all 
normal. If we lireed tlies(; chicks tdgether, 

will be cnndile-.s, and when these are bred 
together, they will breed true. If the new char- 
acteristic, which we desired to perpetuate, is 
known to he dcuniinint. such as the crjjst, the 
procedure is nu)re difticnlt. Three-(]uafters of 
the second generation chicks will be crested, 
but oidy (ine-cpiarter will be pure dominants, 
which are capable of breeding true. The ])nb 
lets must be bred to several cockei'els in suc- 
cession till one is fiiund which gi\es all ctnnb- 
less chicks from -.ome of the pullets. 

Mendel's Law wdll be used, however, far 
more frequently in combining two or more 
characteristics in one fowl. .•\llh(niL;h this 
complicates the worlc. I can perhaps niak'e it 
clear in two examples. Sujipose we desired tn 
combine the silk\- feathers and yelluw skin. 1!\- 
consultin.g the table it will be seen that silkv 
feathers and yellow skins are bcilh recessi\-e. 
This makes their cmnbination easy. The chicks 
of the fir.st generation from the silky parent 
and the yellow-skinned parent will be black- 
skinned .111(1 plain-feathered. Crossing these 
chicks together one-quarter of the progeny 
will be silky and one-cpiarier \\\\\ ha\'e yellow 
skin. The birds which show both silkiness ;uid 
vellow skin will be 1 -i(>f>i the number. These 
birds bred tcigether will breed true. There 
may he some slight im])airment of color, wdiich 
could only be eliminated by gradual selection. 
Yet this is simply because the inheritance is 
not absolutely alternative. 

If we take the more difficult task of com- 
bining two dominant characters, the work is 
somewhat C(.im])licaled. Let us comliine the 
barred plumage nf the Marred I'h'inoulb Rock, 
with the crest of the White Polish. In this 
case the first generation hybrirls all show the 
desired combination of barred plumage and 
crest. ...But we have not yet the object sought, 
for they will imt brecfl true as yet. If we 
cross together these chicks, '}-{(> of the secniid 
i;ener;ition will show both cre>l and barred 
l)lumaL;e. but only i-id is cajiable of breeding 
iriie. that is. are Ml) in the ;erni> used abiivi\ 
I'lUl lhc--e pure dominants can oiil\- be distiu- 
guislied from those that ari' not |)ure b} actu;d 
breeiling. W c mu>t, iherefurc, take the pul- 
lets of ihi.s second generation, which >how 
barred plumage and crest and breed them suc- 
cessi\ely w ith the cockerels shdwing the saU'e 
comliin.iiii in till we find one which '.vill du'ow 
all barred, crested birds I'mm the same luillets.

,it has often been .'.aid with jnuch truth, 
"type makes the breed, and color the varictv." 
snpixising we jiaraphrase that from a spcciallN 
breeder jxiint of \-iew .and sa\', breeds throw 
l\pes ;iii(l \ ;irieties colors; nniorlunaleh- poid- 
\vy jnd-es dill'cr oil bolli type ;iiid color, these 
material f(iiiii(!alion> to all breeds; and the 
only means of holding or drawing jndL^es and 
lireetlers closer together arc the American 
Poultry .'Vs.sociation with its standard and the 
special t}j>.chd), the latter largely a component 
part of the I'oriiu r. 

h'xiierieiice oi many years in breeding Pl\-- 
nioulh Rocks. \\ \ .indottes. ()rpingtons aiid 
Rli'iile l-iand I'.vil-^. being m loiicli with the 
breeders l;Lr,L;e shows iind noiiiiL; awards, 
gives one ;i plea,s;iiit fiidd of I hom^lu to revel in, 
and thereby gra.sp a tew wholesiime lessons 
from past events. 

I will endeavor to point out where the more 
-uci ( - ;iul arts in poultry culture reveal them- 
seKes. and the causes in some instances that 
waylay ihe ;niiateur. 

Sirai'm- to say, I am not a coiiverl l.i the 
tlieor}- tli.al 'lie male is half the pen; but, like 
most, I (hi not beliexe in large matiiigs for re- 
sults. It has been iny lot for some reason or 
other to breed belter males than females ; per- 
haps I have had better males than females to 
breed from. A good male will reproduce him- 
self mupiestionably, providing the blood lines 
are right, that is, that he does not happen to be 
a treak bird or one brought in from another 
strain entirely. iMcak birds we are told arc oft- 
en crosses of tw(j different strains and some- 
times even of breeds. However, none of the 
above results are my idea of the male proving 
himself half the pen. T'o prove this both sexes 
should be of equal merit. Given a female' of 



exceptional quality and a well-bred male, but 
not of equal quality, ^od' results can be ob- 
tained in progeny of both sexes. More good 
can be accomplished with a good female Jine 
and more faults introduced by the male line. I 
think this is well understood by old breeders as 
they prefer to introduce new blood through a 
female. A hen with a good comb has power to 
transmit that good quality, a rose comb hen 
bred to a single comb will usually throw rose 
combs, and with such matings a very superior 
comb can be produced. A hen with slight 
feathers on shanks wdll transmit this defect to 
her offspring in a vcr}"- much larger ratio than 
by using a male with sliglit feathering cm 
clean-lcggcd hens. I say positively that good 
results can be got from clean-legged hens and 
slight feathering on shanks of cock birds, but 
a feather-legged female is indeed a disappoint- 
ment. Again, if a hen has white in ear lobes 
she will most surely almost ruin a strain from 
ihat defect alone, but a male can readily be 
bred from if his mates are positively free from 
white ill lolies. Side s]ndgs in a female arc a 
most serious defect and on no account sli.ould 
such a female he bred from, but side sprigs nn 
the male's cimb to my mind are not a seriiuis 
defect as a breeder, but should be cut off I 'cfore 
i)eing used in a breeding pen. These .serious 
faults in a male bird only assert themselves as 
a rule, wheil they lost vitality, especially late 
in the season,. Males with such faults slnjuld 
only be mated witii a few hens and such a siie 
to .gi\ e .-esidts must be kept in condition. A'lany 
\\ '\\\ sa> why breed fnun a bird with a serious 
dc'cct at .ill? Well, a breeder who knows his 
business will not do it. unless there is some 
particular quality he wants in thf^t bird, gen- 
erally tA'pe or color, depending on the breed in 
c|uestion. Side sprigs, in my experience, aie 
more .'issoeiatcd with extra fine-shapei| jnalcs 
than other\s'ise; \\diile lobes with choice culor, 
and leg teatherin;'; with extra size. Size and 
ipiality seem hard to conibine, and large-sized 
hens .are \ er\- much the c.xcc|:)tion. Given tiiese 
a breeder with skill can outstrip his competi- 
tors. 1 would far rather buy a hen to improve 
a flock than a cock; I would see that suc'n a 
female was very strong in breed type. Good 
hens can be brecl to rather inferior males and 
give satisfactory results, but where we have 
an extra male bird to mate with strong-tA'pcd 
hens, see how much nearer we get to perfec- , 
tion. This is not a theory lesson, it is the re- 
suIls of actual practice. 

There are some exceptions, I wdll adniit. 
Two breeds. Games and Leghorns, will in- 
variably stamp tho -progeny either way they 
are crossed with their shape. It is easy to 
raise a variety upon its legs, giving it what is 
called in the fancy "style." but to sh.orten the 
thigh and shank is a very hard, ir.aiter and 
can be done more readily through the female. 

Xow we will turn to the matter of color. 
Mere we encounter a much more difficult prob- 
lem, one we can not solve so readily. There 
seems some magic haze surrounding it, still we 
are making sure progress, especially along the 
lines of feeds, llere. again, I have found the 
lemale the strongest bird of the two. Take a 
bulf. ben. What can you expect to breed from 
lier ji she has w hite in wing or solid black in 
tad.-' Good wings are easil)- bred in females, 
yet in buffs and reds we have great trouble 
to contend with in holding sound top color 
with heavy laying. The most useful feed I 
have ever used to maintain surface color and 
make a heavy laying flock look presentable is 
linseed meal used in a dry mash, one poinul to 
ten iioimds of bread, two p(nin(ls of cornmeal, 
two |i(jiin(ls fine meat meal, two pounds fine 
sand. I'sed also in smaller proportion in feed- 
ing ^■(UIng stock. e\eii the riotous red will 
pr(.i\c attractive under such treatment. This is 
acceptable to red, buff and black color develop- 
ment, but may prove dangerous to a white 
bird for show conditions. Ilowevcr, a hen 
with a good white hackle and a jnirple tinge to 
base of new feathers across back can be gener- 
allv relied upon to gi\'e while results, so als(.' 
a good sound buff ben, but a black hen with 
purple liarriiig is abmit useless to produce a 
flock of beetle-green chicks, however good the 
sire. 

.\'ew we come to two rocks on which many 
a good bird is dashed to pieces, namely, care 
and feeding. What cull.s I have seen from 
the \ ery choicest matings! The causes are Iuh, 
crowded (pi.irters, worms ajul colds. They 
inal<e a cpiartel th.al is hard to se])arate. The\' 
realU' arrest animal growth. \\y carefid hand- 
ling and judicious feeding, only the best results 
can be obtained. Especially is this true of the 
breeding stock and the growdng chick. — .A. G. 
Goodacre. in Poultry.

SHEEP ON FARM 

From the new book. "Modern Sheep; 
lireeds and .Management," by "Shepherd 
l>oy," we reprint the following in rc.gard to 
llu' pilace of sheep on the axerage farm. The 
author of tlii.s book is the associate editor of 
the American Sheep Breeder, and is therefore 
to be regarded a.s something of an authority 
on the subject. Me makes out a very good case 
for the increased raising of sheep, and we are 
\'ery much inclined to believe that he is right - 
I I e says ; 

The .sheep business, like every other busi- 
ness, has ii.s tips and downs. At present the 
world is short both of wool and mutton, con- 
sequently |)rices are high, wdiich is a .good rea- 
son why all farrner.s wdiose farms are at all 
adapted to sheep farniing should keep>a few . 
sheep. Prices of wool fluctuate and.- 'times 
have been when .sheep paid but little- iti this 
country, but such state of affairs i.s not' likely 
to (jccur again in a lifetime, since our appetite 
f(n- mutton and the .demand for wool is grow- 
ing much faster than our flocks. The flock 
has always held i)rcinier position in the animal 
husbandry of many countries. Especially is 
this true of Great. Britain, and the tjme "will 



come wdien tliis wdl be true of this country. 

Sheep delight in upland pasture, .w.here dry 
footing prevails, no matter liow poor the pas- 
ture. Nevertheless, there are but few farms, 
fertile or unfertile, upon which one of the 
many breeds will not thrive. It has been 
truthfully remarked that sheep will get iv.oi'r 
sustenance from poor land and do tlic '.and 
more good at the same tunc than any other 
class of li\ estock. And this is not all. in these 
days of scarce and high-priced" labor, sheep- 
raising might be looked upon as a factor in off- 
setting this serious condition. For conserving 
fertility of the soil or renovating the wornout 
farm, nothing ecpials sheep. 

It is a frdlacy to sup|iose that shccj) cannot 
l)e made jirofitable on liigh-iiriccd land, since 
on some of the richest farms in England, sheep 
arc kept in large numbers, and it is a question 
if the rent of some of them could be paid with- 
out the help of the flock. Certainly there is 
no better kind of livestock on the average farm 
that gives .so prompt and sure returns, and 
with so little labor ;is sheep; since they will 
li\e largely nu the odd growths of the farm. 
.Aliliough il is well to use shee]i as a scaven- 
,ger at cert.ain sc-;isons of the year, it is not ad- 
visable to treat them as an everlasting scav- 
enger. ^ 

There arc thousands of farms upon which 
sheep would subsist with little more than the 
weeds ;uid brush with which they are overrun, 
and wdiich they would coin-'ert into the best of 
fertilizer and tlistribute more evenly than any 
other animal on the farm, would give double 
returns in wool and lambs for the privilege of 
doing the work. Sheep manure is worth as 
much, pound for pound, as most of the high- 
priced artificial fertilizers. 

It is claimed that'seeds eaten by sheep do 
not germinate, which is. more than can be said 
of seeds eaten by some other farm stock. Sheep 
arc particularl)- fond of buckhorn and plan- 
tain wdien in seed. 

In clearing up stubble fields, nothing just 
equals a small flock of sheep. In some in- 
stances sheep would be profitable even if they 
gave no return other than their work of. clear- 
ing up the weeds and fertilizing the farm. 

The idea of sheep killing our pasture is a 
fallacy, for the uen.iest pastures in the world 
are found in hjigland, wiiere the land is more 
thickly p<j]nilaied with sheep than any other 
country in the world, and, further, the idea 
that sheep will not thrive with other stock is 
untrue — where the small flock is considered, 
at least. , 

.N'ever, perhaps, was there a more desir- 
able time for introducing small flocks of sheep 
to the farm than now. Where there is one 
flock kept there should he ten. Contrary to 
.general opinion, there need be no special pro- 
vision marie for taking care of a few head of 
sheep on the average farm, as they arc well 
able to take care of themselves if they have 
access tn shelter and water. Of course, where 
large flocks are considered, they must have 
care, and the larger the flock, the more care 
must be used. 



FEEDING YOUNG PIGS 

■ Mtliough plos possess the ability to digest 
a coiiipar;iii\elv large pr(jporiiou of the feed 
given ihem. ii cannot be expected that young 
pigs, recently weaned, should deal effectively 
with materials that would tax the . digestive 
powers of ail old bog. Indigestion, so common 
m the l>i[)ed. and by no means infrequent in 
horses and cattle, is rarely met. with in pigs, 
unless the feeding is very bad. Their stomachs 
take kindly to the most mixed and varied diet, 
but fre(pient feeding is indicated, as the stom- 
ach is a small one, and this is especially the 
ca.se with young pigs. The amount of food to 
be supplied cannot be measured in ounces, but 
It should be as much as they can consume 
without to\ iiig with it, or leaving any in the 
irniigh. 'I'he feeling troughs should be kept 
clean, hood left in the troughs is not only a 
waste, but ifiuls i,, increase the too commonly 
lilthy surroiiiidings of the piggery, which are 
by no nuans essential to fattening. 



COAL ASHES AS A FERTILIZER. 

Do not use coal ;islies ;is ;i fertilizer, nor 
as a mulch for fruit trees if there is any other 
matcrial at hand. They have no value as 
plant lood and arc even of less value as a 
ninlcli than sand. Coal ashes arq best used on 
very heavy clay soils lo improve the physical 
condiluiii by making them more ])orous ; but 
often lail m that elfecl by making the clay in- 
t(_) a .s(irt (if cement, 'id'iey .are ^ used as a 
"filler" to increase the bulk of concentrated 
fertilizers but add nothing to the value of the 
nn'xture. 



FARM NOTES. 

There are two extremes in caring lor the 
cow, negligence and over pampering. Avoid

How glad you are. to ; have a nice lot of 
fresh milkers now. .Checks are sure to be big. 
this season of the year. 

'Pile tester and the milk scale mark : the 
parting of the cow paths.' They show which- 
leads to prosperity and .which to the poor 
house. 

There is altogether too itiuch decomposed 
cream sent to the creameries, especially to the 
ceijtral, plants. Keep the cans, pails, and 
separator scrupulously clean with boiling wa- 
ter, brushes, .and washing soda or powders. 
Cool the milk o:r cream as .soon as ^rawn, and 
keep it cool. Deliver at least three times a 
week, if cream, and every day, if milk. ■

1 shouUl like ti.i say as a son of jM-clacc lliaL 
in writing ol l.uisapia I'alladiiio, I have tried to 
write frt^m the standpoint of an open, fair- 
minded observer, avoiding; iiotli tiic prejudice 
of the sceptical-materialist, and the credulity of 
the gullible spiritualist. Prepared to sec some- 
thing or notlnn<; and with the intent to discov- 
er fraud, if fraud existed. I have written of the 
phenomena as J saw them, and as a student of 
])sycliics and an explorer in a, to me, unknown 
countr} . \ 

The theories and explanations of the for- 
eign savants and men of science concerning 
Eusapia are as hard i<>v mc to understand and 
believe as the theories of the spiritualists. The 
theory of a "fluidic arm" extended from her 
own person is as diffieuh for nie to accept as 
the theor}- of spirits, and tloes not explain how 
several ihinj^s can be (lone at the same time, 
as is frequently the case. Those intcreaie*! 
can read any amount of liuraiurc which has 
been published on the s\ihicci and decide for 
themselves. 

At the same liine the reading public might 
well be cautioned against taking siime news- 
paper reiuirt.s too sericnisly . .\ ihiil} jiaper 
that claims lo be very careful about what ii 
prints, failing to obtain a seance w ith lC\i-api.i 
Palladino, jjromplly "faked" one made up hall 
of pure imaginalKUi and half of a rehash i>l 
facts apparently taken from a recently pub- 
lished book. 

Gather for Seance 

The little company that gathered in ilu- cor- 
ridor outside the door of the room in which we 
were to luu'e a seance with the wonderful little 
Italian woman, was (piiic lielerogenei >us in iis 
make-U]). There were i \\ u stalwart \ (jung cui- 
Icge professtu's of the Charles Dana Ciibson 
type, vigorous of frame, clear cut ol feature, 
crisp and direct in con\ ersaiion : a gentleman 
representing the Society of P.sychic Research, 
an old gentleman nf \ cyy decidedly spiritualis- 
tic leaning; hi.< ecpially materialistic daughter, 
one other lad_\' and ni} self. 

After waiting a few mi.unents the door was 
opcne<l and we were invited in eulcr the iMinn 
and examine its Cdiitems. Tlu.- room wa- an 
ordinary room such as found in almost any oi- 
fice building, about Iwonly by fourteen feel. 
It had one small window on tljc side and two at 
the end facing the door. Between the .--niall 
window in the side and die windows at the end 
there was built across ibe rcinm a light, teni- 
])orary partition of w'H.d which did not (piite 
reach the ceiling; ;it one end cn' it was a door 
loading back of the i)artition, through which 
ync could enter and sec that there was noth- 
ing on the other side. 

The windows at this end were pro\ ided 
with a burglar alai *m .so that tlu'v cuidd mji he 
opened more than half an inch wiihoiu ringing 
a bell. There was nothing back of this parti- 
lion except the windows and a radiator used 
for beating the room. In the middle of ihi> 
])artition there was a Iniilt-in alcii\e ahmil 
three feet deep and about eight feet wide. 

Across the front of this alcove were draped 
two black curtains of some very light and sheer 
material. W ithin the alcove there was a very 
small table and a stool and some cheap musical 
instrumertts. >ueh as an accordeon, a inu-ic 
box, a tambourine and also a I)eli. 

AVe were iinited to examine ;he->e instru- 
ments and note llieir position in the aleii\e, 
which served as a cabinet. \\ c were al>o a>ked 
to examine tiiis alcove and the partition am. 
lo look for wires or anything else which might 
suggest trickery or fraud. 

After tlii> e.Kamination was o\er, during 
^vhich (ine ol the young prolessors tnld me that 
ihey had spent two hours looking for anvthing 
in the way of small wires and cor<ls or .•uiV 
other mechameal de\ ice. \', e came hack mti. 
the front part of the room ami iiiet lui-^apia 
D'alladino, who meanwhile iiail eoinc in with 
two Italian women and ,111 i 11 u rpn i ( r. 

Plain Italian Woman 

luisapia i- a plain hiile Italian uom.oi dc 
cidedly below medium height and suggesting 
nothing of the spirit world. Her face, huu - 
ever, would arrest .iitention am where, it i.s 
a very strong face. I ler eyes are keen and of 
iragic cast, and s<nnchow continually rcminrl- 
ed mc of lulwin I'.ooth, The spiritualistic 
gentleman \ehispcred to me in awestruck tone 
"She has- the eountcnance of one directed by 
a higher jjow er.' 

Eusapia was \-ery direei malirr oi la^ I 

in her conver'^alion. and sunlcfl \erv plea^ 
antly once or twice while s])cakiiig lo the la- 
dies present. Soon divesting herself <.f her 
wraps, she sealed herself directly in front .,1 
ilie black curtains, so that her chair was at a 
ilistancc of about a foot from the niii.uns. 
Then we were all iinited to sit around the 
.-mall table, which I'.usapia drew before her 
This table was a very (.irflinar\ light wooden 
affair, iiiip.-imied, hiiill of white pine, appar 
emly for use ai ilie seance. I'.iisapia sat at the 
end of the l;ible, and at her rccpiesl on each 
hide of her sat one <.if the young professors. 

The rest of u* gathered abotif the laldc, 
r,nd took our seals just as we happened to be 
.-tandn-i . I sal at the end of the table facing 
the inednim. ,\\e were asked tn join hands 
around the laiiie, each la_\-ing lair iiands \erc 
bglul}' on the table and linking our little fin 
gers '.ogeiiier chain lasbicni, except the two 
f)rofessor--. who were to hold, each of ihem, 
one of I uis.apia 's hands. 

In holding her hands they were re<piested 
not to press the backs of her hands, because 
they were extremely hy])eraesthctic during a 
seance, as were also the insteps nf her feel. 
They were also warned to keep track of the 
position of her feet, by peeing that her 
right and left feet were placed upon the feet 



of ihe ]:)erson scatetl next to her. They were 
also rec)nested to feel any movement from her 
knee down to her feet by placing their knce3 
against hers on each side, according to rela- 
tive positions. 

The "circuit" having been made, we wait- 
ed results. The room was still brilliantly light- 
ed, there being no attempt to reduce the light 
in any way. Eusapia glanced from one to 
.mother with her (piick. searching tragic eyes, 
app.areiill}- to sec if we were in symijatliy 
with her, ;ui(l 1 may say here lhat we were 
carefully warned not to openly slulw any atti- 
tude of scepticism or suspicion, as it would 
tend to prevent phenomena. .Minost imme- 
diately luisapia began to show evidences of 
being" under great strain by Ireipicnt sighings 
and by increased respiralion. and one (jf the 
professors reported an iiicreased pulse. Then 
the end of the table K.iward the medium began 
lo make sIkm-I, ierk\- mo\emeiits noiii side to 
side, .\fter each moveineiu there would be a 
few .seconds' rest, then it would begin to move 
again, each time with increasing force. 

Finally the end of the table near luisapia 
began to lift from the floor, and as ii lifted, 
the young professors would report that ihey 
were- not lonching the table other than to leel 
it ri'sc under their hands. They '.il-o repoi-ted 
"good control," which meant they w(M\' hold.- 
in;.; h'.ii^apia's hands and le^l and that she 
e luld m iio\\i-e lilt the table liersell. .\s the 
table began to rise from time lo lime a little 
higher luisapia showed signs of greater strain 
and greater c:«haustion. until finally, after the 
table had risen completely, that is to say with 
botli ends well elevated in the air. and re- 
mained there for a periorl of a second or two, it 
tell, as it al\sa\s did after such risings, vio- 
leuilv to its place on the flocu". 

Shows Great Strain 

l-'.ii-;ipia showed great exh,-ni-lioii b_\- her 
breath and gro.aiiing. .\gaiii and aL;ain tin- ta- 
ble ro-^e in the air. e.ich lime a lillle liiglicr. 
nniil iiiia!l\. .liter. I -honld -ay. .-ibout twenty 
or t went \ -li\e minutes of effort, the table rose 
in the air at least a foot and remained there 
without any visible means of support for two 
or three seconds, when it again fell violently 

10 the floor. 

The medium, recovering ir(un her liio 
mentary exhaustion, suggested thai 1 change 
jdaces with the i)rofessor im her left, which 
wa- immediately .lone. She grasped m_\ hand 
firmly and i)laced her left fool ;is liruil}' acn.s- 
ir.ine. I could feel the iiioeements of her leg 
to the knee, and several times during the sub- 
sequent levitations of the table she took my 
hand and placed it on her knee to show that 
there was absolutely no muscular effort as the 
tal)le was again lifted ~e\er;il limes from the 
floor and rem.iined -ii^pemled in the air tor 
a second or two, l)nriiig these phenomeii.a we 
were not (uil\- allowed, but urged to talk 
among oiirseUes. being informed that it as- 
sisted in the production of ])henomena. 

I''iiiall\' the lights were turned down, still 
.illowing one rcfl electric bulb, which was 
enough to see dimly the faces and figures of 
those about us. We were warned "not to 
break the chain." but to ])lace ourselves in 
sympathy with the medium and wait. 

"liefore long the left curt.iin lu'gaii to re.icli 
out. a- if blown by -onie -ileiil bree/.e. Ii 
would blow out so as to touch the luediiini .iini 
those about her and then drop back. .'-oine- 
imies il extended far em iiil;1i 1 o ci '\ er he r 1 1,1 1 id 
and tli;it of one of the profe--or'-. Then one 
ol ihe sitters reported that he had been touch- 
ed on the shoulder, though it was ([uite ai)par- 
ent that no mie was near him. Others re- 
ported from lime to time th;it the\ were 
lonched. and in oiu' iii-taiice one -aid he \va> 
gra-peil by an iiui-ible baud. Then, while the 
ciirt;tiii wa- bIo\\ii mil well toward the end of 
l.'ible, llure cauu' fnuii it. .-iiid fri un o', er tin- 
ietl -lionlder of k'u -;ipia. what -eeiiird lo be ;i 
loll- black arm with a -li;i|)ele-s band .ilinost 
the si/e of ;i boxing gloM-. This ajipeared "ix 
time- ami di-appeared. Then a small table or 
stool wa- ihrown \iolenti\ from behind the 
curlain-.

Toward the close of ilie -(.anci- l'.ii-;ipi,i 
would lake the li.iuds of ;bo-e -caied luxl lo 
her and hold them ao.iiii-t the curtain where

malerial, iiuvielding i)resstire. A gentleman 
seated near me said ib.at ,ii another .seance at 
which he b;id been prcs-'ui one could feel the 
pressure of ;i hand or the fitrm of a face, 1 am 
sorry lhat I, ha\ing changed my seal, so that 

I no longer sal near luisapia, could not feel 
;my of th.ese phenomemi. W hat 1 s;iw. bow- 
ever, was enough to be most astonishing, and 
I must confess to feeling quite uncanny as the 
l)henomcna and noises behind the curtains in- 
creased, as if things were being moved about 
in a very lively fashion. 

As the seat'icc progressed Eiisapia sceiiicd 
tf« go into , a kind of trance — constantly grqaii- 



iiig and sighing and hic-coughing. At last she 
seemed to collapse utterly, and with a general 
crash fnun everything behind the curtains 
falling to the floor the seance was declared 
over. She seemed to be some lime corning lo 
herself and the Italian women gathered about 
her ;ind gas'c her water and did what they 
could to make her com fort.iblc. 

The lights being fiill\- turned up. some of 
us \\aik-ed behind the curtains into the recess, 
or cabinet. Tiie j)lace loc)ke(l as though it 
had been struck by a cyclone, fvverything 
was in confusion strewn all about the floor. 
This was exhibited bv the physic side of our 
little ]iarty wdth considerable pride, though 1 
confess that it did not aptjcal to me after the 
a.-tonisbing things I hai! lu-i seen, .At the 
end of the seance I i.alkeil with one of the 
Ntning professiMS, who did ni't seem to care to 
commit himself ;is to any possible e.xiolanalion 
of the phenomena we had just witnessed. At 
the .same time we could not doubt that these 
things were beyontl cxidanation under ordin- 
ary physical laws as wc have been taught to 
iindersiaiid them. W e iieit.ier of ns felt fliat 
sjjirits bad anything to do with llu phenomcu.i 
and were both disanpoinied that so much of 
ilie -eance liad been -poileii by the coiisl;iiil 
iiiterniiil ions oi the -piritnal calling for si)irits 
to iiianifcst themselves and for table knock- 
iiiL^s and the like. 

An Admiral Attends. 

.\t the second .seance we had a much more 
congenial party and the results plainly show- 
ed in tile increased phenomena. There were 
no women and the gathering aronntl the table 
was made uyi of men wbo-e names are well 
known. < )n m\- right and next to luisajiia 
was an .Vdmir.il wlio ba- scr\ed his CfHinlry 
with distinelioii. .\- at the [irex ions seance, 
we bi-;.;an with lexiiation- of the table. The 
table beu.an lo moxe almost at once ami. not 
lo dw(,Il upon this mailer, already made fa- 
miliar, I can only -ay that finally we all 
moved our chairs well back from the table, 
taking tnir haiul- from it entirely and making 
a circle as iar;;c .a- onr extended arms \\ould 
allow, and the talde aro-e fr..iu the floor about 
fonrti-eii inches .and reitiaiiied 111 the air for 
four secoii.l- before falling h;icl< to the floor. 

luisapia then curled her feel np nnder her 
on ihe chair to sbo\., tbai ber feet were not 
iie.ar the table and making the circle still wider 
the same thing occurred. This was the most 
coiu incing proof that no trickery could be 
possibly used. 

rhcn. taking onr seats, the curtain began 
to blow out. as at the pre\'ions seance. I're- 
senllv a tambourine rolled (nil from behind 
till' ctiriains and oiher sciuufis seemed to sbow 
aeti\ily there. I noticed something on luis- 
apia's head, a- I tliougbt. but before I could 
see what it was a small music box half fell 
and half lloated to the table, for that was what 
it turned out to be. I .say half floatetl, lor it 
'came .so slowly and .softly as to seem to ba\e 
lost the property of weight. 1 at once picked 
it up. for it landed exactly in fr<ini i>f me. 

Then came from behind the table the sound 
of creakini; wood and straitiiuL; cord-, and \s e 
were informed I>\' <>iu' of the party that he had 
lieil :< t.able to the floor b\' cords ihrnugh 
screw e\es screwed into the lloor. This sound 
coiitimied from lime t.i nine throughoul the 
-caiK c-, Ihlt the ])ower used \v a- not suffi- 
cient to break either the table or the c<jrds. 
I hough we found the cords stretched consid- 
erably at the end of the setince.

The ,\(lmiral now ri'ported lli;it .-i greenish 
or bliiisli light bad tij^peared at the opening of 
the curtain near his head, and a gentleman at 
the other end of the table said tliat a check 
had been caressingly placed against his. A 
great noise came from behind the curtains. 



Eusapia said she was dying, and the seance 
was declared at an end. 

luisajjia sh.cwved nn)re complete exhaustion 
than at the ])revions seance, and was quite 
sick, and wdiile her rtdatives were taking care 
of her most of ns left, being unable to do any- 
thing lo assist in the care of this marvelous 
little woman. 

The third seance w.as the most astonishing, 
and bears out the claim that Eusapia's powers 
increase as the sittings are continued. The 
personnel of our pLU'l}- was onh' slightly 
changed by the addition of a stout man. who 
Avas ipiite sceptical and s.'iid that he had been 
for forU \'ears hjoking for phenomena and 
finding only fraud. This was ])romptly inter- 
preted lo hlusafu'a, who immediately chose 
hini for control cm her left side, holding her 
left hand and fool. 

Welcomes a Sceptic 

The .seance began with the usual levitations 
of the table, which I jjass over as already suf- 
ficiently described, only pausing lo note the 
half incredulous astonishment f>f the stout 
sceptic, Ttie phenomena following were slow- 
er in coming than usual, and ]''.iisa])i;i com- 
plained that our stout frienilj v.as "hard." 
\\ I'd) tbe\- came, however, they first fright- 
ened him lo iKj small degree and then convert- 
ed him. The lights were not turned down 
(piilc as low as usual, allowing a very fair light 
to see with, .and after the curtain- had begun 
lo puff out in the usual lashioii pheiKMnena 
followed each other with remarkable ra|)idity, 
l-'irst the tambourine came out (jver luisapia's 
head and fell lightK' upon llle table. Then a 
black arm came out and ta|)ped onr scci)tical 
friend lightly on the head and shoulder. 

W'e then all united in asking that an im- 
pression be made in some wet clay which 1 
had prepared ;iiul iilaced in ihree bo.xes behind 
the curtains, W'e couUl hear the usual sounds 
and movements behind the curtains, but could 
oiilv guess at wdiat was going on. I'resenllv 
one of the boxes of clav vv.as brought and 
drop])ed before me. It was (piile heavy, but 
made lillle lujisc as il fell in front of mc, as if it 
fell only an inch or two, if that much, or seem- 
ed rather to be placed roughly on the table. It 
bore no mark or ini|)ression on its surface. 

The sce|)tie;d stiiut man reported repeat- 
edly in an excited tone thai he bad been 
touched or grasped, .as the case might be. but 
that he still hehl luis.apia's hand and foot. In- 
lent a- 1 was watching 1 could not but be 
anuiscd at his mixture of deliglUed discovery 
and more than half frightened wonder and as- 
tonishment. Then a chair was brought out 
and placed before him on the table. 

Wc asked that the mandolin he played be- 
hind the curtains. In a few seconds wc began 
to hear it move, the strings occasionally sound- 
ing ;is it appeared to be slowlv rolling about, 
h'inallv it seemed to get into a position vvdiere 
by turning fn.im side to side il ecTiild rub the 
strings against some object and s'"> make them 
sound, Tlii.s continued for a minute or more. 
Then Eusapia called for the lights to be turned 
down lower, and only one red incandescent 
i^lohe was left. f'rescntly . in the gloom wc 
could see moving lights of a greenish phos- 
plmre-cent kind, like gigantic fireflies, all 
.about I'.usapia. and in some cases flying off 
and <lisa])pearing in the distance. 

The mandolin sinhlenly made its appear- 
ance over the sceptic's head. |i!aying as it 
eaiiie. lie cried (uil that il had struck hnn 
hglulv three limes on the head, but that he 
still held Eusapia. lie held his hands up 
eiilicr to protect himself or to catch hold of the 
inandoliii. It immediately came over to our 
side of the table, (piite visible in the air above 
iiiir he.-ids, and still ])laying. until it finallv 
w.i- ]daced on ihe tablo before me. where 1 
could -ee it plainly, even in the diininisheil 
light, and hear the strings sound, thiough I 
loiihl Hot see them v iiirate, 

Tlii- was one of the most conv incitig as 
well as mo-i a^^louishing (jf the various ]ilie- 
noinena J (discrvcd — the mandolin, lying 
directly in front of me and so plainly visible, 
making a -on ml as if .some hand swept its 
strings, while 1 could see nothing btit the in- 
-trument itself. 

\ mimber ot other phenimu'na occurred, 
such a- 1 h.i\ e already de-cribed. and ;il the 
end of the -cmci- there w;is tbe n-mil tumult 
behind the cnrlains ,aiid the ii-ual effort lo 
briiiL; l',ii-;ipia out of the traiicelila' stale inlo 
w hich she seemed to f;ill. ;iiid out of vvhicii .-he 
comes wilh siuli complete exhaustiiiu. 
Impressions on Clay 

('.oiiil; behind the curt.ains 1 found mv 
other boxes of wet clay thrown on the lloor. 
1 observed with disappointment as 1 picked 
them up thr'.l only one had any kind of an im- 
|>re--ion on it, .iihI lhat only a slight one. I 
liail hoped lo find the impression of a face 
-iicb ;is ihe foreign stivans secured. The one 
that was maiki'd h.'id the inipressirm of ilie 
backs of three fingers, showing the fingers 
from the middle joints lo the nails. The nails 
were verv pl;iinlv discernible. 

The curious tiling which I nrited w;is that 
the clay was so wet that when ;m\' one touched 
it some of it always came away on the fingers, 
leaving a rough imiircssion. The impression 
I found was very smooth. 

This I had purposely arranged, for 1 have 
had considerable experience in using chiy in 
modelling, and I wanted lo detect aiu-beidy 
tampering with, the boxes. Clay dries (|inckly 
on the h.'inds. leaving a wdiitc line around tlv.^ 
nails which it is cpiiie difficult to w.'isli off and 
catinoi ])ossiblv be (piickly \vi])ed off. 1 could 
not find, and hardly expected to fiiul, au}' evi- 
dence of clay . Oil Eusapia's Jiands, . since she 
was held so well by the contrbK' ' 

From what/I.savv, I can, only come lo the 
conclustoVi ''that - this abnormal woman has 



some peculiar power through an itnkno.wn 
physical force — a jjower that we all ought to 
have and may yet develop in the future. I be- 
lieve that this power is shown in such parlor 
tricks as the lifting of one person on the single 
finger tips of a few others, and a number of 
other similar performances. 

These facts are none the less wonderful 
because they are purely material. On the 
contrary, I think that the interest is increased 
because of this extension of half known or 
application of entirely known physical forces 
and laws, .And I look forward toward the 
future, when all this will not only he thor- 
oughly understood, but vvhc - these forces will 
be coiiirfilled and iiseel b}' every one. 

.After 1 had writleii the paragraph above 

I founrl the following account of similar phe- 
nomena in the New '^'ork Mcrald of Novem- 
ber 25. IQ09: 

"Samuel Hirschenslein. of Xewark. X. J., a 
junior in Columbia Law School, has been at- 
tracting attention lately by his so-called sjiirit 
seances on the cam))us. I lis first attempt was 
the outcome of a fpiestion on the genuineness 
ci luisapia l';illadino. to which 1 1 irschcnstcin 
replied favorably, and addcfl iha.1 such powers 
were not confined to the professioni^l .spiritual- 
ists, for he, too, could produce .some of the 
phenomena. 

Shows Unusual Power 

"Before a few students in the law school 
whom he arranged around an ordinary table 
with their hands upcjn it. 1 1 irsclienstein offered 
proof of his assertion. .After a pause of a few 
moments the table started on the command 
of the merliiim to move about, [wo legs rising 
at a time, and these the legs near Hirscheji- 
stein. In all three of his seances ibis phenom- 
ena was the one chiefly resorted to, although 
by way of variance the legs opposite to the 
youthful medium were made to rise from six 
lo eight inches from the floor. "John" was 
even made to show his inathcmatical ability by 
causing the table, always at the command (d 

I I irscbenstein, to count the luunber of rings 
on the fingers of those present by striking the 
legs upon the floor. 

"Hirschenstein says he cannot explain his 
strange powers and that they arc constantly 
developing. He saj's he intends to keep right 
at the law and has no thought of becoming a 
mcdiu in." 

.A still later account describes the same 
j)henomena. hut also speaks of "appearances 
of great nervous strain, face writhing, arms 
trembling." etc. 

In reading the .account of this seance of 
.Mr. 1 lirschenstein _vou wdll notice how exact- 
ly his methods and the results obtained re- 
sembled those of Eusapia Palladino, except 
that his powers seemed to be less, inasmuch 
as according to the above story all four of the 
table legs were never lifted at once, but only 
two. or one side of the table at a time. 

On reading this newspaper story one can- 
not but question how many there may be 
throughout this broad land of ours wdio' may 
[lossess the same or still greater powers thaii 
either 11 irsclienstein or even Eusapia Palla- 
dino. unknowingly because undeveloped. The 
stories one reads from time to time in the daily 
newspapers and the accounts of the proceed- 
ings of the various research societies all seem 
to point to such a conclusion. 

I remember some forty years ago a story 
that mv grandmother told. It made a str.'ing 
im[n-ession upon mc at the time and I hue 
often tidd it myself, .She told the storv as hav- 
ing happened in her girlhoo<l days, and as she 
v\as eighty at thcit time it removes the inci- 
dent at least a hundred }-ears. 

She sairl that when she v\'as a girl of seven- 
teen a young man cousin came to visit her 
whom she had never seen, but wdio had the 
reputation of being able to use the "black art." 
She asked him about it as they became n.'orc 
iniimaie, hut he was verv reticent about It, 
-aying that lliicir minister had told him that 
the power came from the devil, and that he 
should not use it or be would sell his soul lo 
the evil one. 

Teased Into Test 

My grandmother said that she donhteil him 
ami teased him ;md made ftm of him, hoping 
lo make him show her some things, until oiu; 
da\- when they wee alone his patience seemed 
to give way. and he said, pointing to a Chip- 
pendale chair across the room from wliich he 
was sealed: 

"1 can break the leg of that chair without 
lca\'iug my seat." 

Aly grandmother laughed at him and ex- 
pressed Iter doubt, whereupon he, locjking very 
liard at the chair, stretched forth his arm and 
the clitiir rose in the air and timiing fell upon 
one of its legs and broke it off, 

lie then said. "Xow I can put it on again," 
but she. being dreadfully frifditencd. ran to 
ih.e chair, saying, "Xo, you won't." and tociic 
•T nil to the garret, wliere i( remained for many 
years a constant reminder that her eyes had 
not deceived her. .'Conscience stricken at what 
.she had done, .she would never talk to him qf. 
the matter again during his visit. This stoiy 
of iny grandmother, which I. am sorry to say, 
I sometimes dotil)lcd, so thoroughly coincides 
with the phenomena ]'".iisa]ii;i jiroduced lhat I 
am now not only willing to believe it but I 
wonder hriw many similar instances there in 
the niiwrilten history of .American ]')sychics.

The sight of the apples from one British 
Colony alone — so large, so red,. 'so sweet, that 
even the greediest boy would despair of getting 
outside of more than one of them — should be 
enough to convert endless lads into enthusias- 
tic fruit farmers, while the tropical products 
of the West Indies v/ould cease to be mere 
names to the children who had seen at West- 
minster limes and grape fruit, oranges and 
bananas, peppers and chilies. Particularly 
striking was the exhibit from British Columbia 
which received a" gold medal. It occupied the 
whole of one end of the hall, and comprised 
nearly 500 boxes of apples, each containing 
about 40 pounds. The New Zealand exhibit 
was more varied, and set forth in miniature the 
rural industries of the country. It included a 
display of apples g-athered in March, and kept 
in cold, storage since May, 
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Hovv Colonial Fruit Shows Were Started in 
England— The Excellence of the Fruit— The 
Royal Horticultural Society's Activity. 

Shows of Colonial-grown fruit have now 

become fairly well established in Great Bri- 
tain. They originated in 1903, when British 
Columbia aj^plied to the Royal Horticultural 
Society lor permission to exhibit fruit grown 
in that province at the society's show at Chis- 
wick. This was granted, but^ through a mis- 
understaitding on the part of the -Agricultural 
Department at Victoria, the fruit that was sent 
over was preserved in glass. It was, however, 
of so good an appearance that it elicited much 
praise from the judges and the visitors to the 
show and was awarded a silver medal. 

The following year a small lot of fruit was 
sent over, principally apples, some pears and a 
lew plums. These were packed in the usual 
way, and all were of exceedingly fine quality 
and splendid growth. This lot was exhibiied 
at a show of the Royal Horticultural Society, 
at Vincent Square, Westminster. The brilliant , 
coloring and clean appearance of the fruit 
greatly attracted the hundreds of visitors to 
the show, and at the same astonished many, 
as British Columbia then was very little known 
to the British public. .At that time there was 
generaly a hazy notion that it was a country 
somewhere far up on the north-west of the 
.American continent, made up principally of 
great ranges of rocky mountains, or covered 
with dense impenetrable forests, with. an incle- 
ment climate, great snow drifts prevailing, or 
on the other hand, that it was deluged with 
rain. .As to its being an agricultural or still 
'ss fruit growing country, such an idea would 
ave been generally considered highly absurd. 
However, to educate the people of England 
on this point was exactly why the fruit was 
sent o\-er. 

British Columbia wished to instruct the 
public here, as it M'as well known to the people 
of that province that (in this \f)vercro"\Vded 
country there were thousands considering the 
desirability of emigrating, and undecided 
where to go to; but this demonstration of the 
capabilities of that province and the informa- 
tion given that it was in want of inhabitants, 
th.al it possessed nearly-every other good thing 
bill b;id not enough people to develop the re- 
sources of the countr}-. at once turned the 
attention of British people to that beautiful 
province. 

The excellence of the British Columbia 

fruit at this scccnul show, won for it the high- 
e-t award — the gold medal — and the Royal 
HMiiicuItural Sf)ciety decided for the future to 
hold rif^ular Colonial fruit shows at seasons 
to suit the various colonies, the autumn bhow 
being arranged specially for the provinces of 
Canarla. 

These shows have been held regularly every 
year since, and this year one will be at the 
iiall of the Royal Horticultural Society, Vin- 
cent Square, from December i to 4. 

Though at first British Columbia was the 
only pro\incc to take part in these shows, it 
is gratifying that subsequently Xn\;i Scotia. 
.Vew liruTiswic!;. Quebec and Ontario all join- 
ed, and have demonstrated by the excellent 
exhiliits they ha\-e made, what a wonderful 
country lor fruit Canada is. 

I'".ach year trom 1803 on, ISritish Columbi.a 
has won gold medals. for the go\'ernnient exhi- 
liits. and gold, silver. ;ind bronze medals for 
the in(li\ idii;il exhibits of fruit. 

The success of these sho\vs in the direction 
of turning the attentii.m of suitable settlers 
to British Columbia has been most satisfac- 
tory. That province, so little known to the 
people of the old land before 1901, is now tailc- 
ed of and becoming well known to the inhabi- 
tants of all the cities and towns, and also the 
villages of Great - Britain, and many people 
h;ive gone out and settled there. -Agriculture 
generally, and particularly dairying and fruit 
growing are \-ery |)rofitable industries. 

British Columbia is esi)ecially a suitable 
country for the British farmer with some capi- 
tal who finds times hard here. Out there he 
wfudd have a fine and very healthy climate, 
beautiful scenery, perfect safety for life and 
proijcrty — in fact, another Britain, with im- 
provements. There is always a good market 
f<ir its criips. k'niit at the present time is prin- 
cijially sold in the provinces lying to the east- 
ward, viz., -Manitoba, .Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
those great wheat-producing countries where 
no fruit is produced, but wherfe the people are 
great fruit eaters. 

The population of these provinces is in- 
creasing by 100,000 or more yearl}', conse- 
quently the demand for fruit grows faster than 
the supply. It is owing to this market so 
near at hand that British ColiiiTd:)ia has niade 
no serious attempt to supply the British mar^ 
get yet, though a certain quantity of very 
liigh grade fruit is sent over, and there are " 
many inquh-ies from the purveyors of puperior ' 
quality fruit for British Coluiiibia- apples' es- 
pecially. -,. t ■ •/•'• ' 



A considerable quantity of apples is,- ijhij**; 
ped from the province to Australia, thc-acaeon" 
there being->the reverse of that, of British Col- 
umbiarsd that when British Columbia apples 
are oitt, Australia ships apples to British Col- 
umbia. 

The growth of the fruit industry iu' British 
Columbia is remarkable. Twenty years ago, 
the people even of that province never dreamt 
of their country becoming an exporter of fruit. 
Nine years ago there was under two thousand 
acres of orchard; while now there are over one 
thousand acres, and last year som^ four thou- 
sand tons of friiit was exported. 

It is corisijiefed ithaJt a good intelligent 
worker can, from ten acres of fruit land, make 
a net income the fifth year beyond all expenses 
of £200 to £250, and from that time on the 
■product increases rapidly. " Orchards of seven 
years' growth give net profits of £250 to 
£350 per ten acres, and there are many grow- 
ers making more, and instances of over ^loo 
net profit per acre are not unknown. It was 
thought at first that the Kootenay country, 
particularly near Nelson, and by the Arrow 
Lakes, the boundary country, the extensive 
areas near Kamloops and the Similkameen 
were the only parts of the country in which 
good fruit could 'be grown, but it was soon 
found out that Okanagan and some districts 
of A'ancouver Island were equally good. 
Okanagan owes much of its pre-eminence to 
the fact that Lord Aberdeen at an early date 
recognized the possibiUty of growing fine fruit 
there, and his land proved to be particularly 
adapted for it, whilst owing to the able and 
clever management of Mr, Crawley Ricardo, 
it produces now some of the very finest apples 
grown anywhere. -At the opposite side of the 
Okanagan lake to I^ord Alxirdeen's estate is a 
very wonderful peach country, only started 
about ten years ago, but now- already export- 
ing to the other provinces magnificent peaches.

A'ery sum]3tuous with its demi-quarto form 
and fifty-two large colored plates, is Haldarre 
AlacFall's "The French Pastellists of the 
F-ighteenth Century." The reproductions of 
the pastels are remarkable achievements in 
j)rinting, recalling, as they do, so much of the 
grave and charm of the originals. Even those 
who Iku'c no special enthusiasm for this form 
of art, can hardly fail to find the portraits de- 
lightful. The great personages of the eigh- 
teenth century are still fascinating to us who 
live in a less gorgeous if better age, and so 
closely was art then connected with the court 
that much of the text of the book is a gossipy 
narrative of intimate Versailles. It all seems 
very remote from the life of today, yet the 
faces of the actors look out from the pages of 
this volume with singular lifelikeness.

W \- upeiu'il lire hearilesslv at tlu' gri/./.iv 
old leadi'r. about 1,000 feet U]i: but the shoot- 
ing wa-- most erratic, the larL;els aluio.si inv is- 
ible, hiring only suffici'il to keep the herd |)er- 
]ieliially on the move; the}' w<irked back per- 
sistently towards W est l!ay. These goals were 
all black, deep chestnut brown, or lawny yel- 
, low ; most of those with white spots had been 
shot, while the survival of the fittest coloration 
held good, their protective sliatlows hariuon- 
i/cing exactly with the prevailing backgroutul. 
()ne of the leaders selected a projecting shcml- 
der to deliberate <in. and ;i. ball from the 430 
li.xpress took him fair in the chest, aud dr<ipped 
him back deail into a cave where no doubt as 
a kid he had often sheltered from the tempest. 
The cave was. unfortunately, out of all human 
reach, both from above or below. 

W ith the glasses only could we make 011 1 
our Chilian goatherd, poinliug and gesticu- 
lating wikll)- (KID \ards up, no megaphone 
would have .sufficed to transmit his -^hoiitn. and. 
he was all but invisible to the naked eye, so we 
proceeded a la chasse alone. Two hours of 
hard work failed to drive our ;j;:;'.rry to a lower 
retitge; we found them (piietlv rt,'stiug about 
I.5CX3 tect to i,6oo fcet almost vertically above 
us. Here the Express tried three rounds at 
the largest leader; the first ball kicked ;i puff 
of dust out of the cjiff just l)eU)w him, the sec- 
ond struck as much too high for the tell-tale 
ihist was \ i.-,ible, the third i^ave no sign, but hit 
the beast fair in the st('iniacl:.

The si roug-snudl ii is; p.atriaiah 
w;is too heavy to lift, or pack when i)auiiclied

Wildly I let go the 
oiher barrel in much doubt and indecision, and 
was greatly rejoiced at the proof, for the first 
imic in my life, that 1 (amid kill ;i guinea with 
a shoit;mi. This ]ndof was added'to when 1 
vvenl to .se,ar( h the spot where i had shot at the 
si.ulil oi th.e litiK head. I had bagged him, too. 

I'sii 1 11 astonishing how ;i little excitement 
iiitul}- wipes onl faligiie:- I remember two 
.soldiers in the I 'hili])pines who, .after an rdl- 
night's march, were swearing l,\ all that vv.as 
true that they couldn't go a stef) further, wliei. 
a shot at the head of the column announced 
that a fight had commenced. Then those two 
soldiers proceeded to outrun cverv one of their 
comrades up a great slee|) hill lo'^^'-et into that 
".s'll- 1 had left the judge Iving down tilmost 
dead with he.ai. .Vov\-, .at the crlick of niv gun, 
he was uji aud d<nng, as though he had' never 
known fatigue and heat in all' Ids life. The 
bunch was soon scattered with a l.oss of fi\ c. 

The judge went wandering along llie edge 
of the wood again, when suddenly the air was 
full <d' guiii'e.is. They surprised the old hunter, 
and so si.-irtled him 'that he missed three shots, 
one alter the' other, and the bunch, to nly great 
relief, got away with the lo.ss of but one.

I'll shoot first and look af- 
terwards, and I did. lie came down like a 
lump of lead. Hurriedly making up my mind 
thai if he wore a chicken, I'd snealc him iiUo 
my pocket out of sight without a word, and 
afterward secretly make away' with him in 
the brush. 1 made a bee-line for him in mortal 
fear that the judge would get lo him first and, 
finding him a chicken, have the joke on me 
forever, I made it all right. He turned out to 
be a sijccimcn of the rare white guinea, and I 
had made very fair right-and-left. 

.After half an hour's rest we turned back 
upon our course. .As we ncared the spol 
where we had found llieui first, wc heard a 
foolish bird sounding his "Crake, crake, crake, 
crake, crake" — softly al first, then louder, until 
he was answered from various directions in 
the tall grass and nearby brush. Doubtless he 
intended them no harm, but he called six of 
his companions to their doom. One after one 
they fell to the judge's gun or mine, until the 
score satisfied US both.

PICKEREL FISHING THROUGH THE 
ICE 

"I'ond " IS the popular name in .America for 
an inland body of water not exceeding one or 
two square miles in superficial area. There 
are more than 2,000 such ponds in the stale (jf 
.Minnesota alone, and in .some district? of Can- 
ada they are scarcely less numertjus. The besi 
lime for p(ui(.i fishing is winter, when the sur- 
face of the v\ aler i''- frozen. The. kinds of fish 
most c(miniunly fcjuud in Xorlh .•American 
small lakes are pickerel and trout, but some of 
them are well stocked with "white fish." The 
.American white fish is in appearance a gigan- 
tic roach, Uut its size i.s dependent on that of 
the body of water in which it is bred. In the 
Great Lakes, Superior, Michigan, Huron, etc., 
white fish attain a weight of at least 
40 pounds ; in pomls they seldom weigh more 
than as many ounces. Pickerel also arc smali- 
er in small lakes than they are in the larger 
ones. 

The ].nckerel is a very voracipus fish, 
though it does not feed freely. at air.tjme.§j%.vlt^ 
is pike-like in appearance, but has the habits 
of a perch, liviiig in shoals, which are often 
\|ery great in numbers of fi.di. These shoals 
irsually occiipy certain parts of the ])on(l, lo,

the exclusion of the remainder of it. I have 
never been able to discover the reason for this 
extraordinary habit. Conjecture says that- it 
depends on the locality of suitable food, but 
this is guessing, and as the food consists ol 
other fishes it can be no true explanation of 
the fact, because in any case we find a fish 
which prefers to congregate in one particular 
corner of a pond. 

The practical iioint is to find this favo'/ed 
cornet or sjKit in a i)articular pond, and this 
is often a difficult task. A line of holes must, 
be broken in the ice, and those who have nc/er 
bored through 2 feet or 3 feet or congealed 
watet will be much surprised at the amount' of 
labor entailed in the work. It is wise for. a 
novice to obtain die services of an old trapper 
or backwoodsman, for an experienced hand 
will make half a do/.cn holes before a new- 
comer has completed one. Each hole must be 
patiently rested by a baited hook, and in this 
nccessas}^ work many hours may !)c fruitlessly 
spent. I have passecl quite sicross a lake a mile 
wide in two or three different directions, oc- 
cupying two entire days in the work, and then 
failed to find sport. There is alwavs some un- 
certainty in pickerel fishing; the fish mayinot 
be disposed to bite, or there may be'-'n'o pick- 
erel in the pond. 

This last-named circumstance is a very 
common one. and it is another characteristic of 
pickerel life the conditions of which I' have 
failed to discover. , In a cluster of ponds in a 
particular locality tl^ere may be one or more 
that are entirely without this species of fish 
amongst the inhabitants. I remember a dis- 
trict in Upper Canada of about fifteen miles 
scjuare in which there were nine i^onds. The 
largest of these ponds did not exceed 500 acres 
in exlctit ; the smallest was tdiout 60 acres, an<l 
it was the only one of the group in which there 
were pickerel. Many similar cases are sure to 
be met with by the inquiring angler. Birds, 
])erhaps. are responsible for this peculiaity in 
the stocking of waters. They may carry the 
impregnated spawn to a pond in a chance visit, 
yet I liave so frequently found all guessing so 
wide of the truth that I am loath to advance 
any h}4iolhesis. 

The ])ickerel found, the si^ort is of the live- 
liest description. The fish bite si) freely, il 
thev bile ut all, thai they may be drawn from 
the hole as fast as the angler can bait his hooks. 
Personally, I usually required the fish for food 
I'or myself and parly, therefore a good creel 
was the first object to be considered. It was 
my custom to use a flight of a dozen hooks, 
and 1 have frequently drawn out the fish six 
or eight al a time. Occasionally each hook 
would secure a victim, the weight of the pick- 
erel averaging .about 1 pound. Pond pickerel 
;ire seldoni much larger. 

The .angler stands over the ice hole, which 
need not he more than /-in. or S-in.-iii diam- 
eter ; in fact, the sin.aller il is the belter, so that 
it is kirge enuugli lo pass the fish. Oi course, 
only hook and line are used, and the bait must 
be of an animal nature. I have never known 
j)ickercl touch ;uiv k'ind of \vorm or gruli. and , 
1 need .^scarcely say thai bail ai this descrip- 
lion is not procurable in the depth of winter. 
I'ish is the best l)ait, aud no fish belter than 
picker d, for the wretches are very cannibalis- 
tic. The smaller fish may he cut up to allure 
the larger ones, each' piece l.ieing ii,ade about 
the size of a filbert. 'I'o begin with, salted or 
dried fish can nearly always be obtained, espe- 
cially if there are Indian lodges in the neigh- 
borhood. This must be well .soaked, and the 
whitest and finest pieces used for the bail. If 
there are Indians near they will know which 
ponds cfjulain iiickcrel, and just where the fish 
are to be found. 'Pints the angler may save 
much time by seeking information from these 
men, wdiich will be freely and courteously 
given by them. 

When the [)ickercl do bite, the angler may ' 
go on drawing them out until he is quite tired. • 
1 have captured, hundreds 'from one hole in 
the course of a few hours. Indeed, pickerel • 
fishing can scarcely be called sport ; it. is more 
like fislioriiiaii's work. The only, good- point 
about it is that it is a'.t)i"isl<; l)usiness wiiile it, 
lasts. It also yields a yei-y palatable food sup- 
ply.-T-Paul Fountain.-

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WOMEN AND INTELLECT 

Amoni; tlio many stvikiiii;- ami intcrcstiiij;- 
phases of our social ami iiationa! cvoluliou, 
pcrhaiis the most remarkable is the change 
that lias taken place in the position and status 
,cif woman during- the last half century. In 
Avhat may lie termed tl^c earljr and mid-Vic- 
torian era ii was considered the reverse of 
"rciiIi'cI" for a woman ui om;as;o in games 
thai iiuolvoci violcni or c\cn actiNc exercise. 
Jn girls' schools such recreations as cricket or 
hockey \\crc looked upon as unsuitable. Tlu- 
one exception to the rule was fox hunting, but 
women who rode to hounds were always 
spoken of by their more sedate sisters as be- 
ing just a little "fast." 

The line of demarcation between those 
v.'ho were compelled to earn their living as 
shop ;is.sistaTits or as tloincstic servants, and 
those who were not thus emplo\-e(l, was ver}' 
clear!}" defined, and the suggestion that wo- 
men should enter ;>,ny of the professions, or 
undertake secretarial duties would have been 
scouted in those days. It was even thought 
to savour of impropriety for a woman to be 
seen in a handsoln. The effect of this system 
of restriction of the libert}' of action \vas not 
confined to the ph)-sical condition of the sex, 
Init affected the mental and intellectual sitle 
also. The range of literature which it \\-as 
jicrmissible to read was kc[)t within narrow 
iiniils, and only certain approved feminine 
pursuits were encouraged, or even allowed. 
Hence it was that man continued to arrogate 
to himself more and more the right and the 
power to excel, both in the region of physical 
strength and in the domain of intdllectual 
f^kill. 

But the twcriiictli century has witnessed 
a remarkable rex'olution in the ivyitnal rela- 
tions i">f the sexes, and man's supremacy — real 
or supposed — in almost every branch of social 
and commercial life is being hotly contested. 

One of the sharpest controversies rages 
round the question as to whether women or 
men possess the ktenest intellects. It is ar- 
gued that, although the former have only 
within comparatively recent years been ad-, 
niittcd with the latter, on equal terms, in some 
of the most difficult of our nni\'crsity examin- 
ations, the honors have on several occasions, 
been ca^rried off by women, and that they may 
therefore claim their superiority on these 
grounds. . - 

So far, however, as the facts and statistics 
enable us to judge, we believe it may be stat- 
ed without fear of contradiction that intellect 
is cntirch' indepenfleiit of sex. 

The (|iiesti<.in oi intellectual development 
is a complicated <inc. It depends on many 
considerations. Heredity must not be left 
out of accounts, although it is strangely ca- 
pricious in its results. 

For instance, many cases could be cited of 
a brilliant father whose children are below the 
average in mental capacity. AVhile sometimes 
(altlrough this is less usual, and is generally 
to be found when both the parents are of ex- 
ceptional ability I the offspring rises to an even 
jiigl'.cr plane oi geniu.s. .Again bnih iraining 
and cnvironmeiu i)lay a large part in the de- 
^ (dopmenl of the brain, which is far more .sus- 
ceptible to sub-conscious impressions than is 
generally realised. Force of will and the fa- 
culty of perseverance arc also essential to suc- 
CCS.S, and these must be to a certain extent in 
hcrent in the individual, although they an 
largelv capable of being increased .'ind 
t-lrcngthcned. 

flul perliap.-. the \\in>\ ))o\\erfnl factor of 
ail is pli_\sic;il hcahli. The men wlui -t.iudo 
out in histurv as intellectu.'d giants have near 
]v always been immune from serioys ailments 
snid illnesses. ■ Those who claim for women 
an equality, if not a superiority over men in 
cvcrv respect should bear these facts in mind.

mother, llenee come the gijyernesses, nurses 
and hired ser\'ants, whei practically have the 
conduct ol the home education, the iini>ort;uice 
of which is so gre;il, Admitting the claims -of 
Mieiel)',.or at an\- rale ackno wleilging llieir 
power, we \voiihl nrg;e that if children have to 
be relegated to the charge of- lured assistants, . 
these at least should be cho.sen jfitcV supiei'visiid 
^Vith tlie greatest care. ''Whatever their know- 
ledge and ehyiracter, tliev will Ijc influenced 
vfcry largely by the bchtiviur, wishes,, and iii- 



' .-.i ructions of their emidoyers. When engaging 
a mirsemaid or nursery governess the parent 
-hould fully explain his, or her wishes, in re- 
gard to the treatment, moral and mental, as 
well as physical, expected lo be dealt out to 
the little ones. The first ascertaiped breach of 
these orders should be treated very seriously, 
as the second should entail dismissal. 

Now the first thing a child should be 
taught is order — regularity of life, tidiness of 
]X'rsnn and ])ossessions. and also responsibility 
t'or its own acts. If it be allowed lo have out 
half a dozen games at a time, to leave the var- 
ious playthings lying about, and then not 
made to put-thcm awayl'it learns to be depen- 
dent on others, idle, irresponsible, and untidy 
in person, mind, attfl character. The child 
sliould be taught to put away one gaine before 
it begins to play with another; it should he 
made to jiick up the pieces of cut paper or 
other litter made in pla) ing, or at least help to 
clear uj) its results, for this has a doubly edu- 
cational effect — the obviouS one of tidiness and 
that of learning lo appreciate the results of its 
own actions. 

Another thing which children should be 
taught at home is the habit of .speaking the 
truth and speaking correctly. Certainly for 
one thing the paraphrasing of a message, may 
lead to a polite request or acknowledgement 
being converted into something offensive; in 
larger li(c the same kind of thing has before 
now brought about words ! 

Especially should this apply to the case of 
liiose often difficult posers, children's ques- 
tions. -A great authority on the subject of 
clnldren's education, Sir Oliver Lodge, advo- 
cates their being told che exact truth as far as 
|>ossible when they^ ask serious questions. 
Treated properly in this important matter, 
children instinctively acquire the habit of 
truthfulness. Against that iorm of lie which 
leads to fear and superstition one cannot 
speak too forcibl)-. and servants caught thus 
playing on children's fears, or their power of 
imagination, should be replaced by others 
having a better regard for the trythful inno- 
cence < if childhood. 

The habit of truthfulness is akin to cor- 
rectness in speakmg; indeed it is impossible to 
speak the truth or lo convey it without ac- 
curacy of expression. This, therefore, should 
be encouraged in every way, by example as 
much as by precept, if not more so: For chil- 
dren will naturally imitate what other people 
do rather than follow wdiat they are merelv 
i"ld to d(i. If the speech of their elders, their 
parents, teachers, or nurses, is slipshod, inac- 
curate, ungrammatical, or inelegant, naturalh" 
ihqirs will be the same. U nfftrtunately, cveii 
at school, but too little care is taken to in- 
struct the scholars in their native tongue, 
wherCas it ought to be the first requisite of an 
educated, cultivated person — of a gentleman — 
to be able tb speak and write his own language 
with accuracy and ease. Even among those 
who ha\ c to get their li\ ing in ])ractical' pur- 
suits, it is iin])orlant lo have the power of 
writing a clear and well-expressed letter for 
business purposes. While we read in the re- 
port of the education committee of the London 
County Council that it is a fact that the prog- 
ress of many pupils in technical and scientific 
sidjjcets is greatly retarded by the inadequate' 

'training in F.nglish, and they lack the neces- 
sary instrument lor the expression of their 
ideas, either in s])cech or on paper. If, then, it 
is imperrrant for those in trade and business to 
be able to express thc'msclves in "the King's 
English," how rnuph'.rnore so for those in pro- 

xfessions, in the 'civil service, the army and 
iiavy. and diplomacy! 

Thc' English language — that in which 
Shakespeare wrote, and in which some of the 
greatest philosophers, .scientists, critics, arid 
historiari.s -have encased their inunortal wbrks 
—is a 'priceless possession handed down to us 
by (nir\ ancestors, which should be by us treas- 
ured (luring otn- life, and bequeathed unblem- 
ished to our (lesceiulants. 

Language is a thing which of necessity 
nuisl l)e copied from, as it imtst ecpially be 
coini)rehended by (uie's conlemporaries. .And 
it behoves parents to .see that in this respect a 
proper. standa'rd,'be;^maii^^^^ the home —

No mistake, said Huxley, is more fre- 
quently made b[^clever people than thai of 
supposing that a cause "or an opinion is un- 
sound because the arguments put forward in 
its favor by its advocates are foolisii or erron- 
eous. Some of the arguments put forward in 
farar of the exclusive use by mankind of a 
\egctablc diet can be shown to be I)ased on 
misconception and error, and I pro])()se now 
to mention one or two of these. lUit i wish 
to guard against the supposition that I am 
convinced in consequence that animal sub- 
stances form the best possible di^t for man, 
or that an exclusively vep^etable diet may not, 
if properly selected, be advantageous for a 
larf^c majority of mankind. That (juestion, as 
well as the (|ucstion of the ad\anla,qe of a 
mi.Ncd diet of animal and vegetable sui)stancL's 
and the best proportion and ([uality of the 
substances so mixed, must be settled, as also 
the question as' to the harm or good in the 
habitual use of small quantities of alcohol, by 
definite careful experiment l^y competent phy- 
siologists, conducted on a scale lar^e enough 
to give concliisi\'e results. The cosjency ol 
the arguments in favor of x cijetarianism w liicli 
1 am about to discuss is another matter. 

In the first place it is \-ery L;enerally as- 
serted by those who advocate a purel}- \et^e- 
tablc diet that man's teeth are of the shape 
and pattern which we find in fruit-eating or in 
root-eating animals allied to him. This is 
true. The warm-blooded hairy iiuadnipeds 
which suckle their young and arc called "mam- 
mals" (for which word perhaps "iicasts" is 
the nearest Anglo-Saxon equivalent) show in 
different groups and orders a prcat \ariety 
in their teeth. The l)irds of today have no 
teeth, the reptiles, amphibians, and fishes have ■ 
usually simple conical or peg-like teeth, which 
are used simply for holding and tearing. In 
some cases the pointed pin-like teeth are 
broadenqci out .so as to be button-like, and act 
as the crushing organs for breaking up shell- 
fish. The mammals alone have a ^Tcat variety 
and elaboration of the teeth. 

In shape and size, as well as in munber, 
the teeth of" mammals are very clearly related 
to the nature of their food in the first place, 
and to their use as weapons of attack or of 
defence. When the surface of the cheek-teeth 
is broad, with low and numerous tubercides, 
the food of the aninial is of a rather soft sub- 
stance, which yields to a grindintj action. Such 



are fruits, nuts, roots, or iea\-cs, which are "tri- 
turated" and mi.xed with the saliva during the 
])rocess pf mastication. Where the vegetable 
foodjs coarse grass or tree twigs, requiring 
long and thorough grinding, transverse ridges 
of enamel arc present on the cheek-teeth, as in 
cattle, deer, and raijhits. Truly carnivorous 
animals, whicli eat the raw carcases of other 
animals. !ia\o a different shape of teeth. Not 
oid\' do the\' iia\e lart^e and da^L;er-like "dog- 
teeth," as weapons of attack, but the cheek- 
teeth (very few in number) present a long, 
sKarp-edgetl ridge running parallel to the 
length of the jaw, the edj^es of which in cor- 
res])on(lini^ up])er and lower teeth fit and work 
too-ether like the blades of ;i pair of scissors. 
The cats I includins.;" the lions, tigers, and 
leopards) lia\e this arrangement in perfection. 
The}' cut the lumes ;ind muscles of their prey 
into L;re;it lum|")S with the scissor-like cheek- 
teeth, and swallow the great pieces wdiole 
without mastication. Insect-eating mammals 
have cheek-teeth with three or four sharp- 
pointed luhei'cles staiidinL; np on the surface. 
They break the liard-shelled insects and swal- 
low them rapidly. The fish-eatinp whales 
ha\ e an immense numi)er of pieg-like pointed 
teeth only. These serve as do those of the 
seals — merely to catch and grip the fish, which 
are swallowed wlinle. 

It is quite clear that man's cheek-teeth do 
not enable him to cut lunlps of meat and bone 
from raw carcases and swallow them whole, 
nor to gri]> li\ e fish and swallow them straiji;ht 
off. They are broad, stpiare-surfaced teeth, 
with four or fewer low rounded tubercles fitted 
to crush soft food, as are tlnise of monkeys. 
.And there can be no doubt that man fed orig- 
inally, like m(nd<eys, on easily crushed fruits, 
nuts, and roots, lie could not eat like a cat. 
But no one has ever suggested that he should. 

A fundamental mistake has arisen amongst 
some of the advocates "f \ eL,fctarianism by the 
use of the word "carnixorous" and "flesh- 
eating" in an ill-defined wa\-. !\Ian has never 
eaten lumps of raw nu'at and bone, and no one 
proixi-^es that he should do so today. Man did 
not take to meat-eating until he had acquired 
the use of fire, and had learnt to cook the meat 
before he ate it. He thus separated the bone 
and intractable sinew from the flesh, which he 
rendered friable and divisible by thorough 
trrilliuf^-, roastinu, "r bakinj;-. To cat meat thus 
altered, both chemically and in texture, is a 
\erv different ihinij from eatinsj' the raw car- 



cases of large atiimals. Man's teeth are thor- 
oughly fitted for the trituration of cooked 
meat, which is indeed as well or better suited 
to their mechanical action as fruits, nuts, and 
roots. Hence we see that the objection to a 
meal diet based on the structure of man's 
teeth does not ajjply to the use of cooked 
meat as diet. The use by man of uncooked 
meat is not pro])osed or defended. 

Vet, further, it is well to take notice of the 
fact that there are many x egetarian wild ani- 
mals which do not hesitate to eat certain soft 
animals or animal products when they get the 
chance. Thus, both monkeys and primitive 
men will eat grubs and small soft animals, and 
also the eggs of I)irds. Whilst the cat tribe, in 
regard to the chemical action of their diges- 
ti\'e juices are so specialized for eating raw 
meat that it praclicall\- impossible for them 
to take vegetable matter as e\-en a small por- 
tion of their diet, ami wliilst, on the other 
hand, the grass-eating cattle, sheep, goats, an- 
telopes, deer, and giraffes are similarly dis- 
qualified from eating any form of-meat, most 
*'^)tlier land-mammals can be induced, without 
harm to theinsel\-es, to take a mixed 'diet, even 
in those cases where the\- do not naturallv 
seek it. Pigs (^n the one hand, and bears on 
the otlici, lend naturally to a mixed diet, or 
vice versa. Sea-gulls normally are fish-eaters, 
but some will eat biscuit and grain when fish 
cannot be had. Pigeons have fed successfully 
on a ineat diet ; so, too, some parrots, and also 
the familiar barnd()t>r fowl'. Man\- of our 
smaller birds eat both insects and grain, ac- 
cording to opportmiity. llenc it ap|)cars im- 
possible to base any argument against the use 
of cooked meat as ])art of man's diet u])on the 
structure of his teeth, or uj)on any far-reach-" 
ing law of Nature which decrees that every 
animal is absolutely either fitted {internally 
and chemically, as well as in the matter of 
teeth) for a diets consisting exclusivel)- of 
vegetable substances, or else is immutablv as- 
signetl to one consisting e.\clusi\'ely of animal 
substances. There is no a priori assum|)tion 
possible against the use as fooil by man of nu- 
tritious matter derived from animal bodies 
properly prepared. 

So far as a priori argument has any value in 
such a matter, it suggests that the most perfect 
with exactly the constituents needed by it in 
food for any animal— necessarily supphdng it 
with exactly the constituents needed it in 
exactl}- right (iiiantity and smallest l)ulk — ii 



the flesh and blood of another animal of its 
own species. This is a startling theoretical 
justification — from the purely dietetic point of 
view — of cannibalism. It is, however, of no 
conclusive value ; the only method wdiich can 
give us ponclusions of any real value 'in this 
and similarly complex matters is prolonged, 
full, well-devised, well-recorded experiment. 
At the same time, we may just note that the 
fa\-orite food of a scorpion is the juice of the 
iiiidy of .another scorpion, and that the same 
IJreference lor cannibalism exists in sjndcrs, 
many insects, fishes, and even higher animals. 

Another line of argument by whfch some 
advocates of vegetarianism appeal to the popu- 
lar judgment is by representing flesh-food de- 
rived from animals as something dirty, foul, 
and revolting, full of microbic germs, whilst 
vegetable products are extolled as being clean 
and sweet — free fnnn odor and putrescence and 
irom the scaremonger's microbes. This, 1 per- 
ha])s need hardly say, is a gigantic illusion anil 
misrepresentation. 1 came across it the other 
day in a very unreasonable pamphlet on food 
by the American writer, Mr. Upton vSincldir. 
I'utrefaetive microbes attack vegetable foods 
and produce revolting smells and poisons in 
them, just as they do in foods of animal origin. 
It is true that on the wdiole more varieties of 
vegetable food can be kept dry and ready for 
use by softening with hot v.^ater than is the 
case with foods prepared from animals. This 
is only a^question of not keeping food too long 
or in conditions tending to the access of putre- 
factive bacteria. It is, on the wdiole, more usual 
and necessar}', in order to render it palatable, 
to ap])ly lieat to flesh, fish and fowl than to 
fruits. .\nd it is by heat — lieat of the teniper- 
atiu'e of boiling water — applied for ten minutes 
or more, tliat poison-jn'oiliicing and infective 
bacteria are killed and rendered harmless. More 
people have become infected by deadly para- 
sites and have died from cholera and similar 
diseases, the germs of which they have taken 
into their stomachs with raw and over-ripe 
fruii or uncooked vegetables and the manured 
products of the kitchen garden, than have suf- 
lered frcnii the presence of disease-gernis or 
putrefactive l)acteria in well-cooked meat, 
llere, in fact, "cooking" makes all the differ- 
ence, just as it does in the matter we were dis- 
cussing above the fitness of flesh and bone for 
trituration by man's teeth. Once wt remem- 
her that man is not fitted for the "raw meat" 
iliei of the carnivora, but is fitted for the 



"cooked meat" diet which he has himself dis- 
covered — alone of all animals — we shall get 
rid of a misleading prejudice in the considera- 
tion of the (luestion as to wdietlier civilized men 
should or shouhl not make cooked meat a por- 
tion of their diet, with the purpose of maintain- 
ing themselves in as healthy and vigoroits a 
state as possible. Do not let us forget that an- 
cient Palaeolithic cave-men certainly made use 
of fire to cook their meals of animal flesh, and 
that probably this use of fire dates back to a 
still earlier period wdien, in conseciuence of this 
application of the red, running tongues of 
flame, which he had learned to produce, primi- 
tive man was able to leave the warmer climates 
of the earth and their abundant fruits, and to 
establish" himself in temperate and even sub- 
.•\rctic regions. 

Experiments on a large anrl clecisive scale 
in regard to the value of the different foods 
taken by man and the (|uesti(jn of the desira- 
bility of cooked meat as p'drl of his diet have 
never been carried out, nor has the use of alco- 
hol been studied by direct experimental meth- 
od on a large scale. Inasinuch as the feeding 
of otir army and navy, of prisoners, lunatics 
and pau]5ers is the business af the state, it is 
obviously the duty of the government to in- 
vestigate this matter and arrive 'at a decision. 
It can be done by the government, and onlv 
by the government. The Army I\Iedical De- 
partment is fully capable, and, I am told, de- 
sirous, of undertaking this investigation. Five- 
hundred soldiers in barracks would find it no 
hardship, but an agreeable duty (if rewarded 
in a suitable way) to submit to various diets, 
and to comparative tests of the value of such 
diets. There would be no difficulty in arrang- 
ing the experimental investigation. Forty 
years ago similar work (but not precisely as 
to the questions now raised) yvas done by the 
Army Medical Department, under Parkes, 
with most valuable and widely-recognized re- 
sults.

Odd Striking Clocks 

In Worslcy, Lancashire, are two clocks 
which never strike one, being arranged to 
strike thirteen at i a.m. and i p.m. One of 
them is over the Earl of Ellesmere's newly 
constructed entrance to \Vorsley llall, and is 
the original which the Did<e of Uridgewater 
had ])laced in the tower in his Worsley depot. 

It is said that his grace had the clock made 
to strike the "unlucky" number so as to warn 
his workmen when it was time to return to 
work after dinner, some of them having ex- 
cused themselves for being late ou the L;i'ounil 
that they could not hear it strike one. This re- 
calls the incident when the big clock ol the 
Houses of Parliament saved a m.an's life. 

.A soldier in the reign of WiIIi;im and .\lar_\- 
was condemned by court-martial for i:illin;^ 
asleep, while on duty on the'" terrace at \\ md- 
sor. He stoutly denied the charge, and 
.solemnly declared that he heard Old Tom (the 
l)redecessor of Big Ben) strike tliirteen instead 
(if twelve. The officers laughed at the idea, 
but wiliile the man was lying in prison awaiting 
execution, several persiuis came forward and 
swore that the clock actually did strike thir- 
teen. wliereu]Jon the soldier was pardoned and 
released. 

Wells Cathedral contains the most interest- 
ing and the oldest self-striking clock in the 
whole world. It was constructed by Peter 
Light foot, a monk, in 1^20, and embrace-- 
man\' devices vvdiich lestifv to the ancient 
horojogist's ingenuity. Several celestial and 
terri'Strial bodies are inccirporated in iiiteiesi- 
ing movement and relatiousliip. Tliev nidi- 
cate the hours (jf the day, the age of the mi",ii. 
and the ])Osiiion of the |)lanets and the tide-. 

When the clock strike's tiie hour hi ii-stMneu, 
full}' artned, dash out of two gateways in op- 
jiosite directions and charge \ igorottsly. Thev 
strik-e with their lances as they pass as many 
limes as correspond with the number of the 
hour. .A little ilistance awav, seated on ;i high 
])erch. is a quaint figure, which kicks the <\\\;i\-' 
lers on iwii bells placed beneath his feet, and 
strikes the hours on a bell. The dial of the 
clock is divided into twenty-four honi's, ami 
shows the phases of thf moon and a map of the 
heavens. 

oddity in clocks w, the invention of a 
Frenchman, M. Paul Cornu. It consists of a 
dial mounted above a reservoir and having a 
--ort of a seesaw mounted upon its sui)port. 
'I'he reservoir holds stitficient alcoliol to last 
for a month, ami this .serves as fuel for a small 
flame wdiicli hums at one end. The heat from 
the flame causes the air to exiiand in the bulb 
of the seesaw directly above it. .As a result tin- 
seesaw moves every five seconds. This move- 
ment is the sole motive power which actuates 
the hands. 

In Switzerland clocks are now being m.ide 
which do not reciuire hands and faces. The 
timepiece merely stands in the hall, and you 
press a button, when by nicans of the phono- 
graphic internal arrangements it calls out "half 
past five," or "five minutes to nine," as the 
case may be. 

A Munich professor -has invented a re- 



markable sickroom clock. When a button is 
pressed an electric lamp behind the dial throws 
the shadow of the hours and hands, magnified, 
u]ion the ceiling, so that iinalids can see it 
Irom the bed without craning their necks or 
jiutting ihemseUes to an\- inconvenience. 

.\ C.erman shocmak'er spent fifteen years 
of his leisure moments in constructing a clock 
of the grandfaiher shape nearly six- feet high, 
made entirely of straw. The wheels, pointers, 
case and every rletail are exclusively of straw. 
The most remarkable f.ict is that it is reijorted 
to keep perfect time, though the durability, of 
this -irangc piece of mechanism is a matter of 
donlil. 

rile Czar is the proud imssessor of a nniciue 
clock which records not merely the passing 
seconds, minutes and hours, but the days, 
weeks, months and years. The clock was in- 
veiHed and n 1 ,an u f;ic t II red by two peasants, 
will, presented it to the I'jnpcror as a token of 
their loyal t_v. In St. Petersburg, too. is to be 
tound a clock h.aving ninetv-five faces, indicat- 
ing simultaneously the time at thirty different 
■-pois tlu' world's surface besides the move- 
ments of the eardi and planets.

REPAIRING WESTMINSTER 

The_ work of keeping Westminster .Mdiev 
in repair is a very onerous and delicate one 
and the long line of surveyors of the fabric is 
a distinguished one indeed. During the last 

seventy years this matchless church has been 
in the bands of .Mr. lUore. Sir Ciilhcri Scott, 
Mr. Pearson, .Mr. .Michaellhw aite ;md now 
Prof. Leihaby. 

There have been limes in the historv of the 
Abbey when its very existence had been in 
jeopardy. The first of these occuri-ed about 
the end of the seventeenth renturv. Sir Chris- 
topher Wren was called in ami tiie work of 
restoration was carried out with the utmost 
zeal and thoroughtiess, though in many of its 
details ^ts taste was open to much question. 

When the late Dean Bradley arrive;! upon 
the scene in the year 18S2 he found an income 
derived steadily dwindling in value while the 
condition of tnany of the great flying but- 



tres.ses as well as the north transept was in- 
describable. The late Dean himself was wont 
frequently to describe the north transept when 
he first inspected it as presenting almost the 
appearance of a quarry. 

It was time for extreme measures, and that 
the situation was saved at all was due to the 
vi.L;or and the business acumen of the late 
Dean. As it was the .'Abbey had to pay a fear- 
ful price. -A loan of ,£25,000 was made to the 
Dean and chapter by the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mi.ssioners. This enabled the authorities to 
get level with the worst of these structural 
defects. On the other hand, they were com- 
pelled to suspend the sixth canonry, the in- 
come derived from which has been employed 
for many years past is gradually paying off 
this immense loan.

Will operate a 7-inch fiying ])an for twelve 
minutes. 

Will keep a heating pad hot for two hours. 
Will operate an electric griddle for eight 
minutes. 

Will run an electric broiler for six niin.- 
utes. 

Will run :< massa.ge machine for nearly 
four hours. 

Will keep the dentist's electric hammer 
and drill going for ninety minutes.

Unique Bank System 

Very little is known in this country of the 
Giro system of banking in Germany. This sys- 
tem has been, in use in the state of Hamburg 
since the establishment of the Hamburger 

Bank in 1619. 

An account is opened in the usual manner, 
and when payments are to be made the payer 
instead of preparing a check merely instructs 
his banker to debit his account with the sum 
involv.ed and to credit Richard Roe's account 
with a like amount. 

If, however, payer and payee have their 
accounts in different banks the payer then re- 
fjuests his banker to transfer the amount in 
cpiestiou to the bank of the payee, with in- 
structions to credit Richard Roe's account with 
the amount f)f the indebtedness. 

Convenient blank forms are provided for 
malsing these notifications. When the banker 
receives an instruction of this character, he in 
turn notifies Richard Roe of the payment to 
his credit and the name of the payer. 

In Hamburg the Reichsbank and five ini- 
ixirtant banks use the Giro system. Represent- 
atives of these banks meet several times daily 
at the Reichsbank, where transactions between 
their several custcnnrs are cleareil. In Ham- 
burg verv little material moncv is used in ef- 
fecting transactions, the habit bcin.g to settle 
all oldigations, even of the most insignificant 
character, by L'berweisungszettel. AVhen pay- 
ments are to be made from one city to anothei 
this is done usually through the Reichsbank, 
which has 500 branches, more or less, through- 
out the empire. .All transactions are under- 
taken without cost to either jiayer or payee," 
and on the contrary dejiosits subject ,to tllis 
modified form of cbeckin.g tisually draw one 
])er cent interest per annum. 

The advantages of the Giro sj'stem fall 
])artly under the head of security and partly of 
con\-enience. Dan.ger from forgery is elimin- 
ated, as the notification sent to a banker.'by a, 
payer could not by any possibility be-litiiiz"^d ' 
advantageouslv- by criminally disposed per- 
sons. The only inconv'enience observable 
arises from the fact that receipts for payment 
are not acknowded.ged on bills as render-'d, un- 
less such receipts .are specially sought by mes- 
senger after the bank exchange has been made. 

It is customary in small local transactions 
for a ]xiyer to note at the foot of bills the date 
of ])ayment through his banker, and in case of 
possible dispute the bank is always prepared to 
clear up misunderstandings. Concerns doing 
a la»ge volume of business and obliged to make 
rnimeroiis payments daily are spared the an- 
noyance of preparin'g hundreds of individual 
checks, as they have merely lo write out a list 
of names and amounts on a long sheet, which 
they s,en'd to their banker.;
